may have to sell spirituous or intoxicating liquors in quan- 
tities less than one quart, or to keep such saloon, barroom, 
or other place for the sale of such liquor.

Section 1. That when the citizens of any county with- 
in this State shall determine to have a trail, or use.a water- 
course, slough or stream as such road or trail, the same 
shal] be done by petition to the County Court of the 
county where such trail, water-course, slough or stream is 
situated, said petition to represent a majority of the free- 
holders of the road district desiring said trails or water- 
courses as such, as aforesaid. 


Sec. 2. Itshall be the duty of said County Court, if 
approving said petition, to appoint three competent men 
as viewers, who shall meet on a given day at one of the 
points of terminus of said trail or water-course, and pro- 
ceed, without delay, to view out and locate, by legible tree 
marks, if a trail, the. most eligible and best route from 
point-to point in said petition; if a trail, the same not to 
be less than six feet wide. 


Sec. 3. After such trail or water-course shall have been 
located as a public highway by said viewers, it shall be 
their duty to make a report to the County Court of the 
county wherein such location shall have been made, giv- 
ing a complete description of the route so located. 


Src. 4. The County Court, after a full examination of 
said report, if approved, shall order any Supervisor of 
Roads within the proper district to call out those liable to 
work upon roads, to do and perform such labor upon such 
trails or water-courses as is now done upon public high- 
ways, and such tax shall not thereafter be required for any 
other road purpose. 
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Sec. 5. Such trails or water-courses shall be under the 
control of the County Court of the counties in which the 
same are located, as public highways, and continue to be 
worked from year to year, as roads or highways are 
worked, 

Sec. 6. The provisions of this Act shall not apply to 
county roads.

That Sections 3T and 38 of an Act’entitled 
“An Act to Improve the Breeds of Sheep,” and took 
effect March 19, 1866, be and the same is hereby amended 
so as to read as follows : à 


Sec. 87. That if any ram shall be found running at 
large out of the enclosure of its owner, between the first 
day of July and the first day of November, it shal] be law- 
ful for any householder to take up such ram; and if the 
owner thereof be known to him, it shall be the duty of 
the person taking up such ram to give notice forthwith to 
the owner of the taking up of such ram by him; and iff 
thereupon, the owner require a restoration of such ram, 
he shall pay to the taker up thereof the sum of five dol- 
lars; but if he refuse to do so, such ram shall be forfeited 
to the person taking up the same. 

Sec. 88. Thatifthe owner of any ram so taken up be 
not known to the person taking up the same, it shall be 
his duty forthwith to give notice by advertisement, posted 
up in three of the most public places in the election pre- 
cinct in which he shall reside, of the taking up of such 
ram, describing therein the natural and artificial marks of, 
-~ and stating the time of taking up, such ram. And if the 
owner appears and reclaims such ram within ten days from 
the taking up thereof, he shall pay the taker up, upon 
the restoration of such ram, the sum of six dollars for the 
taking up and advertising the same. And if the owner 
shall appear to reclaim such ram after such ten days, and

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before the first day of November, he shall pay to the taker 
up, in addition to the sum of six dollars, twenty-five cents 
per week for the keeping of such ram; but if the owner 
does not reclaim such ram before the first day of Novem- 
ber, the same shal] be forfeited to the taker up; Provided, 
That the law, as above stated and.set forth in this and the 
preceding section of this Act, shall only apply to cases in 
which rams have strayed, or to those that their where- 
abouts is not known to the owner thereof. 

Sec. 2. Be wt further enacted, That if any person, being 
the owner of a ram; or of rams, shall wilfully turn such 
animul out of his enclosure, or shall knowingly allow his 
ram or rams to range at large, where such may come in 
contact with herds of sheep.unot his own, between the 
times of year stated in the 87th section of this Act, as 
amended, shall forfeit such ram or rams to any person

eBid Act, privileges, rights and pecuniary 
iv. sM@ented to “The Willamette Falls Canal 
and Locks $ Hany, as set forth in said Act, upon the 
express condit™n, among others, that, the said corporation 
should not charge a greater rate of tolls than was therein 
set forth; and — 
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Wauerzas, In said Act it was made the duty of said 
corporation to pass, without delay, through said Canal and 
Locka, all steamboats, flat-boats, barges, and other water 
craft as therein stated; therefore 


Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the State of 
Oregon: 


Section 1. That it is and shall be unlawful for any and. 
every person, corporation, company, or agent for, or em- 
ploye of, either having authoritative charge or control of, 
or owning or claiming to own, or having any interest in 
the Willamette Falls Canal and Locks, on the west side 
of the Willamette river, or for any one whomsoever, to 
charge, or demand, or receive, directly~ or indirectly, any 
sum whatever for the passage of any steamboat, flat-boat, 
harge or other water craft, whether empty dt otherwise, 
through said Canal and Locks, save and except such sum 
as shall not exceed the maximum of fifty cents per ton for 
the freight that is on board, and ten cents for each pas- 
senger, if any are carried. 


Sec. 2. Itshall be unlawful, save as is hereinafter set 
forth, for any and every such person, or corporation, or 
company, or agent or employe, as hereinbefore mentioned, 
or for any one whomsoever, to delay the passage of any of 
aforesaid steamboats, flat-boats, barges and other water 
craft, longer than to pass them each through in the order 
in which they shall arrive at either terminus of said canal. 


Sec. 3. The owners or persuns or companies in author- 
ity, in charge of the Locks, shall pass boats in the order in 
which they arrive at either terminus, for which they shall 
be entitled to a maximum of fifty cents per ton on freight 
as toll, and ten cents for passengers, to be paid before the 
lockage, if demanded. l 
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Sec. 4. For the purposes of this Act, all aforesaid em- 
ployes shall be regarded as agents, and principals shall be 
alike as responsible as agents for the said agents’ violation 
of this Act in any particular. 

Sec. 5. There shall be a Board of Canal Commission- 
ers, constituted and appointed in the following manner, 
to-wit: The Legislative Assembly, in joint convention, 
-shall biennially elect three Canal Commissioners, who 
shall constitute said Board, and said Board may appoint a 
Secretary and fix his compensation, whose duty it shall be 
to keep correct minutes of all the proceedings of the Com- 
missioners, in books to be provided by them for that pur- 
pose, and keep a register of the „names of all water craft 
passing through the Locks at the aforesaid Willamette 
Falls, a trangeript and compilation of the freight list, and 
the number of passengers on board each boat each succes- 
sive trip. : 

Sec. 6. Itshall’ be the duty of the Governor, within 
ten days after the election of said Commissioners, to issue 
their commissions. 

Sec. 7. It shall be the duty of said Commissioners, be- 
fore entering upon the duties of their office, to qualify, by 
oath or affirmation, for the faithful discharge of such duties 
as are herein specified, and execute a bond, with two or 
more sureties, in the sum of ten thousand dollars each, for 
the faithful performance of duty. 

Sec. 8. Should there occur a vacancy in the Board 
during the interval of a session of the Legislature, it shall 
be the duty of the Governor to appoint a suitable and 
qualified person to fill such vacancy until the Legislative 
Assembly shall elect, 

Sec. 9. The Board of Canal Commissioners are hereby 
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authorized, empowered and required to bring and main- 
tain any action, guit or proceeding, necessary or proper to 
compel “The Willamette Falls Canal and Lock Company,” 
or any party claiming under said corporation by virtue of . 
assignment, to keep and maintain said Locks and Canal ac- 
cording to the terms and provisions of this Act and of the 
Act before herein referred to, approved October 21, 1870, 
or recover any damages or penalty which said corporation 
or said assigns may be liable to pay on account of any 
failure to so keep and maintain said Locks and Canal. 

Sec. 10. Should the Locks, or any part appertaining to 
them, require repairs, (unless occasioned by sudden casu- 
ality), it shall be the duty of the owners thereof to give 
timely notice to the Canal Commissioners, who must then 
advertise two weeks’ notification to the public of such in- 
tention before such repairs shall proceed; but no repairs 
or improvements shall be undertaken unless of immediate 
emergency, and consuming not more than two days of 
time, without the consent of a majority of the Board of 
Canal Commissioners, and all repairs or improvements 
must be pushed to speedy completion, using all the men 
and means that can be made available for such purpose; 
and the Canal Commissioners have power and authority to 
hasten such work, if they observe a tendency in its owners 
or agents to delay in the prosecution of the repairs or im- 
provements, at the expense of the said owners. 

Beo. 11. Should the owners or agents of the said Locks 
refuse, on a tender of the fifty cents per ton on freight as 
toll, and the ten cents for each passenger, as hereinbefore 
stated, to pass a boat whose owner or agent presents it at 
either terminus for that purpose, unless the Locks are 
closed with the sanction and authority of the Canal Com- 


missioners, or under the provisions of this Act, the said 
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- owner or agent of the Locks shall forfeit two hundred and 
fifty dollars to the owner of the boat suffering detention, 
as liquidated damages, for each failure to conform to the 
requirements of the law, as in sections « and 3 related, and 
such damages may be recovered in any court of competent 
jurisdiction within the State. All or ary owners of boats, 
subsequently applying’ for passage in regular order after 
such application by any other boat or boats, shall be en- 
titled to the same rights, privileges and remedies as are 
given to the first arrival for the purpose of passage, in event 
said preceding boat or boats are not duly passed through 
said Canal and Locks by aforesaid parties, so in duty bound 
to pass the same. 


Sec. 12, It shall be the duty of boat owners, using the 
said Locks, to make out two certified liste of tons of freight 
and number of passengers passing through the said Locks, 
which lists are to be tendered, one tu the agent of the 
Locks Company and one to the Secretary of the Board of 

Janal Commissioners, and by both preserved for reference, 
which certified freight and passenger lists shall be taken 
as evidence of the amount of tons of freight and number of 
passengers on board. 


Sec. 13. If any officer or employe of any boat shall in- 
tentionally deliver any false statement of freight or passen- 
gers to the Commissioners or Locks Company, the owner 
thereof shall be liable to the Commissioners in a penalty of 
five dollars per ton on excess of freight found above the 
amount certified, which penalty shall be a lien upon said 
boat, and on the recovery of any such peualty, the said 
Canal Commissioners shall pay to the Willamette Falls 
Canal and Locks Company, or to the party claiming under 
them by virtue of assignment, at the rate of fifty cents per 
ton for the number of tons recovered upon. 
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Sec. 14. The said Board of Cana] Commissioners shall 
be entitled to receive the sum of two hundred dollars an- 
nually, besides five dollars per day each, and traveling ex- 
penses, for time actually devoted to duties of their office, 
to be paid out of the State Treasury, upon warrant of the 
Secretary of State, who is hereby required to audit and 
allow the same, as well as the salary of the Secretary of 
the Board. 


Sec. 15. The Board shall have authority to engage at- 
torneys in conducting legal proceedings in the interests of 
the State, and for the maintenance of their authority, and 
shall certify the said services to the Legislature for pay- 
ment. 


Seo. 16. The Board shall annually certify to the Secre- 
tary of State the number of tons of freight and passengers 
passing through the said Locks, from such datesas he may 
prescribe, to the end that knowledge of the receipts of the 
said Locks Company may be authoritatively had. 


The said The Willamette Falls Canal and 
Locks Company, or the party claiming under them by 
virtue of assignment, shall certify to the Secretary of 
State, from such dates as he may prescribe, a detailed and 
itemized statement of the disbursements and liabilities of 
the said company, in orderthat the net receipts of the said 
company may be ascertained. 

Sec. 18. Inasmuch as there is a necessity for accurate 
records relating to the said Locks, and that the interests of 
the State of Oregon therein be represented, and as there 
is now great apprehension in the minds of the people that 
delays and costs will hinder transportation and passage 
through said Canal and Locks, and as an immense amount 
of wheat and other products is now ready to pass to the 
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seaboard, therefore this Act shall be in full force and 
effect from and after its approval by the Governor.

That in every school district of this State, 
when any district tax is levied in accordance with the 
school laws ot Oregon, the clerk of said district shall, 
within ten days from the date of said levy, make out the 
assessment roll of the taxable property within his district, 
by making an assessment of all the taxable property with- 
in his district at the time of making such assessment, and 
carry out the tax levied thereon, and deliver the same to 
the directors of said district. 


Src. 2. The directors of said district shall examine 
said assessment roll, sit as a board to equalize and correct 
the same, if necessary, and shall approve the assessment 
roll thus corrected; and the directors shall issue a warrant 
to the clerk,'commanding him to collect said tax, which 
warrant shall be substantially in the tollowing form:

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AN ACT to prevent and punish Gambling. 


_Be it enacted be the Legislative Assembly of the State of 
Oregon: 
Section 1. Each and every person who shall deal, play 

or carry on; open of cause to be opened, or who shall con- 


duct, either as owner, proprietor or employe, whether for - 


hire or not, any game of faro, monte, roulette, rouge et 
noir, lansquenette, rondo, vingt-un (or twenty-one), poker, 
draw-poker, brag, bluff, thaw, or any banking or any other 
game played with cards, dice, or any other device, whether 
the same be played for money, checks, credits, or any 
other representative of value, shall be guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and upon conviction thereof, shall be punisned by 
a fine of not more than five hundred dollars ($500), and 
shall be imprisoned in the county jail until such fine and 
costs are paid ; Pravided, That such person so convicted 
shall‘be imprisoned one day for every two dollars of such 
fine and costs ; And provided further, That such impris- 
onment shall not exceed one year.

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Sec. 2. All notes, bills, bonds, mortgages, or other se- 
curities, or other conveyances, the consideration for which 
shall be money, or other thing of value, won by playing 
at any of said games, shall be void and of no effect as be- 
tween the parties to the same and all other persons, except 
holders in good faith, without notice of thé illegality of 
such contract or conveyance. : 


Sec. 3. All persons losing money or any thing of value 
at or on any of said games, shull have a cause of action to 
recover from the dealer or player winning the same, or 
proprietor for whose benefit such game was played or 
dealt, or such money or thing of value won, twice the 
amount of the money, or double the value of the thing so 
lost. 


Sec, 4. All persons who shall let or rent any house, 


room, shop, or other building whatsoever, or any boat, 
booth, garden or other place, knowing that the same will 


be used for gambling purposes, or having reason to believe 
that such building or otber place above mentioned will be 
so used, shal! forfeit twice the amount of the rent of such 
building or other place aforesaid for six months, to be re- 
covered by action at law, instituted by the District Attorney 
in the name of the State. All contracts for the rent of the 
rooms, buildings, or places aforesaid, for the purposes 
aforesaid, shall be void and of no effect between the par- 
ties, 

Bec. 6. It shall be lawful for any person letting or rent- 
ing any house, room, shop, or other building whatsoever, 
or any boat, booth, garden, or other place, which shall, at 
auy time, be used by the lessee or occupant thereof, or 
any other person, with his knowledge or consent, for gam- 
bling purposes, upon discovery thereof, to avoid and ter- 
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minate such lease or contract of occupancy, and to recover 
immediate possession of said boat, building or other place 
above mentioned, by an action at law for that purpose, to 
be brought before any Justice of the Peace of the county 
in which such use shall be permitted. 


Sec. 6. Any person who shall suffer or permit any of 
the acts or things forbidden by or made punishable by 
this Act, to be done or carried on in any house, room or 
shop, or other building whatsoever, or any boat, booth, 
garden or other place of which he is the owner, or to the 
possession of which he is entitled under this Act, shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof, 
shall be punished by a fine of not more than five hundred 
dollars ($500), and be imprisoned in the county jail until 
such fine is paid at the rate of two dollars per day. 


Sxc. 7. Jt shall be the especial duty of each District 
Attorney, Sheriff, Constable, city or town marshal and po- 


lice officer, to inform against and diligently prosecute any 
and all persons whom they shall have reasonable cause to 
believe guilty of a violation of the provisions of this Act. 
Sec. 8. Any officer named in the preceding section, 
. who shall refuse or wilfully neglect to inform egainst and 
prosecute offenders against this Act, shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and on conviction, shall be pun- 
ished by a fine pf not less than fifty nor more than five 
hundred dollars, and the court before which such officer 
shall be tried, shall declare the office or appointment held 
by such officer vacant for the balance of his term. 
Sec. 9. No person, otherwise competent as a witness 
under the laws of this State, shall be disqualified from 
testifying as such concerning the offenses mentioned in 


this Act, on the ground that his testimony may criminate 
6 
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himself Such testimony shall be reduced to writing, and 
no indictment or prosecution shall afterwards be brought 
against him for the particular offense concerning which he 
testified as a witness. 


Sec. 10. Ifany person who shall have been summoned 
as a witness on the part of the prosecution, shall fail or re- 
tuse to attend at the time fixed for trial, without a reason- 
able excuse, the person so failing or neglecting shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction 
thereof, shall be punished by a fine of,not less than fifty nor 
more than two hundred dollars, or by imprisonment in the 
county jail not Jess than twenty-five days nor more than 
three months, or by both such fine and imprisonment, in 
the discretion of the court. 

Sec. 11. All fines and forfeitures under the provisions 
of this Act shall be recovered, by an action at law, to be 
brought in the name of the State of Oregon, and all such 
fines and forfeitures, except costs, shall be paid into the 
county treasury and constitute a part of the school fund. 

Sec. 12. Chapter nine (IX.), of title two (IT), of the 
General Laws of Oregon, (as compiled under the provis- 
ions of an Act approved October 22, 1872), entitled, “An | 
Act to prevent and punish gambling,” approved October 
28, 1868, is hereby repealed. 

Sec. 18. Inasmuch as there is no sufficient law now in 
force for the prevention and punishment of gambling, this 
Act shall take effect and be in force from and after its ap- 
proyal by the Governor.

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AN ACT requiring Local Agents of the Board of School Land Commis- 
sioners to give bonds for the secunty of Public School Funds in their 
hands, and requiring reports thereon, 


Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the State of 
Oregon: 


_ gorros 1. It shall be the duty of every local agent of 

athe Board of Commissioners for the sale of school and 
university lands and the management of the funds arising 
therefrom, to execute a bond to the State of Oregon, with 
not less than three sureties, to be approved by said Board, 
in the penal sum of not less than one thousand dollars, nor 
to exceed the sum of ten thousand dollars, as said Board 
may direct, conditioned that such local agent shall faith- 
fully transact the duties of his office, loan all public school 
funds in his hands, collect the interest thereon when due, 

“ collect and re-loan said funds as required by law and the 
rules and orders of said Board, and to make monthly re- 
ports to said Board of the transactions of his office in 
manner as required by the same. The sureties required 
in said bond, before the same is submitted to said Board, 
shall justify as sureties on bail bond. 


Sec. 2. Whenever, after thirty days’ written notice 
from said Board, any County Treasurer, acting as local 
agent, or any local agent otherwise appointed, shall fail or 
refusé td execute and deliver to said Board such bond as 
is hereinbefore required, his office as such local agent shall 
be deemed and held to be void. And said Board of Com- 
missioners shall have power. and they are hereby anthor- 
ized, to appoint a suitable person to act as said local agent 
in his stead, and avy local agent failing and refusing to 
execute said bond as aforesaid, when duly notified, shall, 
upon the appointment of his successor, forthwith turn over 
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and deliver to him all books, papers, accounts and moneys 
belonging to the State and in bis hands as such local 
agent, and in default of which he, shall be fined in a sum 
not less than two hundred dollars nor more than one thou- 
sand dollars, said fine to be collected as other fines, and 
payable into the common school fund. 


Sec. 3. [t shall be the duty of said local agents, on re- 
ceiving any moneys belonging to the publie funds in his 
hands as such agent, to make out receipts therefor in du- 
plicate, one to be delivered-to the party paying such 
money, the other to be forthwith transmitted to the Board 
of Schoo] Land Commissioners, for the purpose of forming 
the basis of proper accounting with such agent.

AN ACT to prescribe the amount of damages in case of injury or 
destruction of property by persons in the conduct or management of a 
steamboat or other water craft. 


Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the State of 

Oregon: 

Secrion 1. If any person in the contro] of any steam- 
boat or other water craft shall intentionally or negligently 
conduct or navigate the same so as to destroy or injure the 
property of another, such person and his employer shall 
each be liable in treble damages for the property so in- 
jured or destroyed, and such damages shall be a lien on 
such boat.

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AN ACT for the relief of Grant County. 


Wuereas, Previcus to September 21st, 1872, the regu- 
lar term of the Circuit Court of Grant county, according 
to law, commenced on the second Monday of October; and

AN ACT to authorize and empower the Calapooia Boom Company to 
construct, maintain and keep a Boom or Booms upon the Calapooia 
creek, running throngh the county of Linn, in the State of Oregon. 

Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the State of 
Oregon: 

Szcrton I, That the Calapooia Boom Company, duly 
incorporated under the General Laws of Oregon, their 
successors and assigns, are hereby authorized and empow- 


> 
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ered to construct, maintain and keep a boom or booms 
upon the Calapooia creek, running through the county of 
Linn, in the State of Oregon, at such points as they may 
deem advisable, between the mouth of said creek, where 
the same flows into the Willamette river, and the east line 
of section 1, in township 14, south range'2 west, Willam- 
ette meridian, for the period of ten years; which boom or 
booms shall be completed on or before January 1, 1878; 
and in which boom or booms all logs or timber coming, 
running or being driven down said Calapooia creek, which 
shall come within [the limits] of such boom or booms, shall 
be held secure, and sorted, and be delivered by said com- 
pany to the owner or owners thereof, as soon as practicable 
after they shall arrive in said boom or booms. And said 
company are’ authorized to construct and maintain such 
works as they may deem essential to the convenience and 
successful operation of said boom or booms. 


Sec. 2. And the said company and their assigns are 
hereby authorized and empowered, for the purpose of 
making said boom or booms effective, to extend the part 
of said boom or booms, or any booms, as occasion may 
require, along or across the said creek, at any place 
or places as may be necessary or convenient to catch, 
hold and secure the logs or timber coming or run- 
ning down said creek; Provided, however, That the privi- 
lege to carry on and maintain such booms and ‘works of 
improvements shal] first have been obtained, either by 
lease or purchase, from the owner or owners ef the shore 
along which, or in front of which, it is proposed to con- 
duct such improvements or booms. 


Sec. 8. Itis hereby declared to be the object and pur- 
pose of this Act to secure, through the said company and 
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their assigns, the restoration, or the opening, of the chav- 
nel of said creek, and the maintenance of the same here- 
after, free from obstruction, so that timber, logs, lumber 
and other floatables can be run from the mountains to the, 
vallay below. 


Sec. 4. The said company and their assigns shall ap- 
point one or more agents, whose duty it shall be to deliver 
to the owner or owners of each particular mark of logs, or 
see that they take none but their own particular mark of 
logs from said boom or booms; and whereof a true and 
accurate account of its number and mark of logs delivered 
to each owner or owners by said company, from said boom 
or booms, shall be kept in a book to be provided by said 
company, and kept for that purpose, which shall be sub- 
ject at all times to the inspection of loggers and log owners 

-on said creek. Said book shallat all times be and remain 
in the possession of, and to be the property of, said com- 
pany; and the accounts kept in said book shall be evi- 
dence of the delivery of said logs, and of the number and 
marks so delivered, and to whom the same shall have been 
delivered. 


Sec. 5. The said company shall sort ont, or let the 
owners of logs and timber sort them out, according to 
their several marks; Provided, That the said company 
shall not be obliged to retain any logs or timber in said 
boom or booms for a Jonger time than is absolutely neces- 
sary to sort said logs or timbers; and who shall use all 
reasonable care and exertion to secure said logs while 
being driven through said boom or booms, and delivered 
to the owners, who shall be on hand to receive the same 
as they pass through the boom or booms. 


Nro. 6. The said company, their successors or as- 
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signees, shall demand, collect and receive, and are hereby 
authorized to demand, collect and receive, the sum of one 
dollar per thousand feet, board measure, for every thou- 
sand feet of logs, timber or lumber being run or driven 
through said boom or booms. P 


Sec, T. All the aforesaid charges for booming, sorting 
and delivering logs or timber, as aforesaid, shall be deemed 
due, and shall be paid to the said company, or their agent, 
when the said Jogs or timber shall be ready for delivery, 
as aforesaid; and said company and their assigns shall 
have a complete lien upon, and a special property in, said 
logs and timber, so boomed and sorted out, for all boom- 
age and charges that may be due to said company and as- 
signees upon said logs or timber, by the respective owners 
thereof; and the said company and their assignees are au- 
thorized and empowered to retain possession of all logs 
and timber, of any particular mark or marks, for boomage 
and all other charges that may have accrued on said logs, 
or any portion of said logs which may have been previ- 
ously delivered, and to sell the same as hereinafter pro- 
vided. And each mark shall be liable and responsible to 
said company and their assignees for all expenses and 
charges that may have accrued on said marks of logs, or 
any portion thereof; and logs of such mark, or a sufficient 
portion thereof, shall be taken by said company and their 
assignees from year to year, as the same may be received 
in said boom or booms aforesaid, and sold as hereinafter 
provided, until all said expenses, demands and charges 
shall be paid in full to the company or their assignees; 
Provided, That when any sum or sums of money shall 
have accrued, or become due, to said company for the 
booming of logs and timber, or other charges aforesaid, 
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which shall not be paid, on demand, by the owner or 
owners thereof, after the sums become due, the said com- 
pany or assignees are hereby authorized and empowered 
to take and sell, at public auction, after giving thirty days’ 
printed notice, at Albany, Oregon, or any other place des- 
ignated in said notice, a sufficient quantity of logs or tim- 
ber, belonging to the said owners, which may be in pos- 
session of said company, or may come into their posses- 
sion thereafter, to pay all charges and demands of what- 
soever nature that may have accrued or become due as 
aforesaid. 


Src. 8. When two or more adverse claimants shall de- 
mand from the said company logs of a particular mark or 
marks, the said company shall retain possession of and 
secure such logs so claimed in some suitable place until 
~ the title thereto shall be finally determined according to 
Jaw or mutual agreement, and shall sel] from time to time 
such portion thereof as may be necessary to pay all 
charges for boomage or otherwise which may have ac- 
erued or become due according to the provisions of this 
Act. 


Sec. 9. ATI logs coming into or through said boom or 
booms, not claimed by the owner or owners thereof, shall 
be taken by said company and secured in a safe place, and 
the company, by giving thirty days’ notice in three or 
more public places, proceed and sell the same at public 
auction, and after deducting all charges and reasonable ex- 
penses therefor, shall hold the balance of the proceeds of 


such sale, subject to the order of the owner or owners 
thereof. 


Bgo. 10. All logs, having no mark or marks, known as 


prize logs, or timber, coming into said boom or booms, 
T 
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shalt be collected by said company and sold at any time, 
at auction, upon giving thirty days’ notice of the time and 
place of sale, by written or printed notices, posted in two 
or more places, and the proceeds thereof, after deducting 
boumage and all reasonable expenses and charges, divided 
pro raia among the owners of logs at the end-of the sea- 
SON.

Sec. 11. The said company and their assigns are au- 
thorized and permitted to place and hang sheer or trip 
booms across the entrance of all sloughs upon said creek, 
and along all places where logs may be liable to run or 
float out of the main creek during high water. 


Bec. 12. The said company shall require of any owner 
or owners of logs that they shall give at least fifteen days’ 
notice to the company, at their office at Albany, Oregon, 
when and at what time they intend to make their drive of 
logs or timber, and also a reasonable notice as to what 
time they may wish to pass through the boom or booms. 


‘Sec. 13. Any person or persons who shall wilfally 
break, damage or destroy said boom or booms, shall be 
responsible to the company in an action at law for the 
amount of damages, in addition to the penalties already 
provided by law, and said company shall be liable for any 
and all damages done by said company or their agents or 
employes to public or private property on, across or along 
the banks of said stream, in passing logs or other timber 
down said stream, or by any other means, such damages 
to be recovered before any court of competent jurisdiction. 


Sec. 14. This Act shall not interfere with orin any 


wise destroy the vested rights that any person or persons 
may have at the time of the passage of the same, or in- 
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terfere with the free navigation of said stream by steam-- 
boats or other water crafts, £ 

Sec. 15. Inasmuch as itis important that operations 
under the provisions of this Act should be commenced at 
as early a date as possible, the same shall take effect and 
be in force from and after its approval by the Governor.

This Act shall not be construed to repeal that 
portion of the Act known as the Act of June 30, 1859, fix- 
ing the compensation for printing the a in a newspaper 
at one hundred dollars. 

Sec. 3. Whereas, it is now costing the State a large 
sum to print the laws in a newspaper, this Act shall take 
effect from and after its passage.

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AN ACT to provide for the Support and Goyernment of the University of 
Oregon. 


Wuerzas, By an Act of the Legislative Assembly, ap- 
proved, October 19, 1872, it was provided that, in order 
to devote to the purposes of education the 72 sections of 
land donated to the State for the use and support of a 
State University, by the Act of Congress of February 14, 
1859, a State University having for its design, to provide 
instruction and complete education in all the departments 
of science, literature, profess.onal pursuits and general ed- 
ucation, be created and permanently located at Eugene; 
Provided, That the Union University Association of Eu- 
gene should, on or before January 1, 1874, secure a 
site for the same, at or in the vicinity of Eugene, and 
erect thereon, and furnish a building of nota less value 
than $50,000, for the use of said University, on a plan 
to be approved, and after the erection of the same, to 
be adopted by the board of commissioners for the sale and 
management of the school and university lands, and for 
the investment of the funds arising therefrom; and 


Wuerzas, By an Act of the Legislative Assembly, ap- 
proved October 16, 1874, it was provided in effect, that 
said University Association might have until January 1, 
1877, to secure said site, and erect and furnish said build- 
ing as provided in said Act of October 19, 1872; and 


Wuenreas, Said University Association of Eugene have 
duly provided a site for said. University, and erected there- 
on, on a plan first approved by said board of commission- 
ers, a building for the use thereof, as provided in said Act 
of October 19, 1872, which site and building was, by said 
board of commissioners, on July, 1876, duly accepted, and 
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has since been duly conveyed by said University Associa- 
tion to the board of directors of said University; and 


Wuereas, The Directors of the University aforesaid, 
_ did, in pursuance of au Act of October 19, 1872, on 
August 9, 1876, elect and appoint a president and two 
professors of said University, and also a principal, and as- 
sistant teacher of the preparatory department therein, and 
did also “fix the salaries of said president, professors and 
teachers, and prescribe the tenure of their offices, the be- 
ginning and end of the school year of said University, the 
studies to be pursued thereat, the admission fees and rates 
of tuition, together with the qualifications for admission 
therein;’’ therefore ` 


Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the State of 
Oregon : 


te 


Section 1. That the interest which may hereafter ac- 
cruè on the fund arising from the sale of the University 
lands aforesaid, is hereby set apart and perpetually appro- 
priated to the maintenance, use and support of “the Uni- 
versity of Oregon;’’ but until otherwise provided by law, 
no part of said interest shall be appropriated or expended 
otherwise than in the payment-of the salaries of its presi- 
dent, professors and teachers, and other current expenses; 
and if at the close of any fiscal year a sum equal to $500 
of said interest shall remain unexpended or unappropri- 
ated, after the full payment of such salaries and expenses 
for said year, the same shall -be added to and become a 
part of the principal of said fund forever; Provided, That 
the regents, the faculty or other officer or officers of the 
State University shall, in no case, pledge the faith or 
credit of the University of the State in excess of the in- 
terest annually accruing on the university fund, together

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with the receipts from tuitions and other sources during 
the current year. 


Sec. 2. Fhe general government, superintendence and 
direction of said University is hereby vested in a board of 
regents, to be ealled “The Regents of the University,” 
which shall consist of nine persons, who shall be citizens 
and residents of the State of Oregon. 

Szoc. 3. The regents of the University shall be appoint- 
ed by the Governor, by and with the advice and consent 
of the Senate, for the term of twelve years, and until their 
successors are nominated and contirmed; andal vacancies 
occurring in said board shall be till [filled] in the like 
manner for the remainder of the term, except that a va- 
cancy occurring during a recess of the Senate shall be 
tilled by appointment by the Governor until the adjourn- 
ment of the next session of the Legislative Assembly. 


Sec. 4. The regents shall elect from their number a 
president. of the board, who shall be called the “President 
of the Board of Regents,” whose duty it is to preside at 
all meetings of the board, to call special meetings of the 
same upon the written request of any four members there- 
of, and to perform such other duties as may be provided 
by law or prescribed by the board; but if said president, 
for any cause, shall not be present at any meeting of said 
board, the members present, if a quorum, may elect a 
president to preside at such meeting, who shall thereupon 
have the power and perform the duties of “the President 
of the Board of Regents” during said meeting. 

Sec. 5. The regents of the University shall meet an- 
nually, at Eugene, on the last Thursday of the school year, 
which meeting may be adjourned from time to time, to 
suit the convenience of the regents, and promote the dis-

charge of the duties imposed upon them; but no special 
meeting of the regents shall be called by the president, 
except upon a previous written notice to each member of 
the board, of the time and place of such meeting; and said 
notices shall be issued by the secretary of the board, upon 
the direction of the president thereof, to be inserted in 
the call for said meeting, and tiled with the same secre- 
tary, and may be served by said secretary by delivering

accounts of the money and other property of the Univer- 
sity; (4), To do such other things as the board of regents 
may direct; but in the exercise of powers and discharge 
of his duties, he shall be subject to the direction of said 
board. 

The powers and duties of the treasurer shall be 
as follows: (1), To receive, keep and pay out, according

Src. 9. The general powers and duties of the board of 
regents shall be as follows: (1), To control’and provide 
for, subject to the conditions herein made, the custody and 
occupation of the University grounds and buildings, and 
the books, papers and documents belonging to the Univer- 
sity; (2), To manage, control and apply all property, of 
whatever nature, which may hereafter be given to, or ap- 
propriated for the use, support or benefit of the University, 
according to the terms and conditions of such gift or ap- 
propriation; (€), To appoint and employ a president of the 
University, and the requisite number of professors, teach- 
ers and employes, and to prescribe their compensation 
and tenure of office or employment; (4), To demand and 
receive the interest mentioned in section 1 of this Act,

To supervise the general course of instruction in the Uni- 
versity, and to enact rules and by-laws for the government 
thereof, including the faculty, teachers, students and em- 
ployes therein; (7), To confer, on the recommendation of 
the faculty, such degrees as are usually conferred by uni- 
versities, or as they shall deem appropriate; rand, (8), To 
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prescribe the qualifications for admission into the Univer- 
sity. : 

Sec. 10. At all meetings of the board of regents, five 
members shall constitute a quorum, but a less number may 
meet and adjourn from time to time, and the powers and 
duties of the board may be exercised and performed, dur- 
ing a recess of the same, by a committee thereof, to be 
called the executive committee, so faras the board may 
prescribe and direct. ` 


Src. 11. No political or sectarian test shall ever be al- 
lowed or applied in the appointment of regeuts, professors, 
teachérs or employes of the University, nor shall the ma- 
jority of the regents be, at any one time, members of any 
one religious denomination, or be appointed from, or reside 
within, any one county of the State. 


“Src. 12. The regents shall not receive any compensa- 
tion for their services, but they shall be allowed their ac- 
tual and necessary expenses in attending the meetings of 
the Board, to be paid as current expenses of the University. 


Src. 18. At the close of each school year, the presi- 
dent of the, board of regents shall make a report to the 
Governor of the State, showing the transactions of the 
board, the progress, condition and wants of the University, 
the number of professors, teachers and students therein, 
the amount of receipts, disbursements, and such other 
matters as may be deemed important. 

Sec. 14. The president and professors constitute the 
faculty of the University, and, as such, shall have the im- 
mediate goyernment and discipline of it and the students 
therein; but, in all matters connevted with the govern- 
ment and discipline of the preparatory department, the 
teachers therein shall be heard and consulted.

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ulty shall also have power, subject to the supervision of 

‘the board of regents, to prescribe the course of study to 
be pursued in the University, and the text books to be 
used, 


Sec. 15. The president of the University is also presi- 
dent of the faculty, but, whenever required by the board 
of regents, he shall perform the duties of a professorship; 
he is also the executive and governing officer of the 
school, except as herein otherwise provided; and, subject 
to the supervision of said board, he has -authority to con- 
trol and give general directions to the practical affairs of 
the school. . 


Sec. 16. Each county in this State is entitled to one 
scholarship in the collegiate department of the University, 
and an additional scholarship therein foreach member and 
joint member of the Legislative Assembly to which such 
county may at the time be entitled. 


Sec. 17. Applicants for county scholarships must apply 
in writing for the same, to the cotnty superintendent of 
common schools, at least one month before the commence- 
ment of the school year in which they seek to enter, and 
such superintendent must receive such applications, and 
present the same to the County Court of the county when 
sitting for the transaction of county business, which Court 
“shall, with the aid of said superintendent and such other 
person or persons as it may see proper to designate for 
that purpose, examine said applicants at a time appointed 
by it therefor, and the scholarships to which such county 
may then be entitled shall be awarded by such court 
among the applicants found to possess the requisite quali- 
fications, by lot. Whenever a vacancy occurs in a county 
scholarship during the course of any school year, applica- 
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tion may be made for it, and the same awarded in the man- 
ner provided in this section; reasonable notice being first 
given of the time when the proceedings will take place. 


Sec. 18, A person entering the University upon a 
county scholarship shall, at: the commencement of the term 
next following such entry, be subject to an examination 
by the faculty, and if found disqualified by reason of want 
of educational attainment, physical capacity, or moral 
character, such person shall be dropped from the roll of 
students, and the scholarship upon which he or she en- 
tered shall thereupon become vacant. 


Sec. 19. No person shall be eligible or entitled to the 
use of a county scholarship in the University unless he or 
she has been an inhabitant of the county to which it be- 
longs for one year immediately preceding the application 
therefor, nor unless such person possesses the qualifica- 
tion, educational and otherwise, which the board of re- 
gents may prescribe for admission into the collegiate de- 
partment thereof; nor shall any person who has been con- 
victed of a crime involving moral turpitude, or who is no- 
toriously of bad reputation or evil babits, ever be eligible 
or entitled to admission into said University upon avy such 
scholarship or otherwise. 


Sec. 20. All funds derived from the sale of university 
lands aforesaid shall be loaned by the board of commis- 
sioners aforesaid for periods of not less than three nor 
more than five years, at a yearly interest of ten per centum, 
payable semi-annually, in January and July, in the same 
kind of currency as the loan was made; but no loan of 
such funds shall be made except upon the promissory note 
of the borrower, secured by a mortgage upon unencum- 
bered real property, which property, exclusive of im- 
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provements, shall be of three times the cash value of the 
sum so loaned ; and € every such note shall contain a stipu- 
lation to the effect that in case default is made in the pay- 
ment of the same, or any installment of interest due 
thereon, the maker thereof will pay a reasonable attorney 
fee for foreclosing said mortgage, the amount of which fee 
shal] be fixed by the court wherein said foreclosure takes 
place, and be taxed and recovered asa part of the costs 
and expenses of the suit. 


Sec. 21. Each Justice of the Supreme Court shall ap- 
point, in each county within his district, a person to re- 
ceive applications within such county for the loan of uni- 
versity funds and the valuation of the lands offered as se- . 
curity therefor, who shall be styled “The University Fund 
Commissioner” for said county; and such Justice shall 
have power to remove any such commissioner for good 
cause, and to fill any vacancy which may occurin such 
office in any county in his district. 


Sec. 22. An application for a sloan of the University 
funds must be made in writing, stating therein the amount 
and time of the proposed loan, and the property offered as

The sum of eight thousand dollars is here- 
by appropriated, out of any money in the treasury not 
otherwise appropriated, to provide for the maintenance of 
the Oregon Institute for the Blind. 

The State Board of Education are hereby con- 
stituted the buard of trustees of said Institute, and it shall 
be their duty as such trustees to take charge of the funds 
of the Institute, to provide for the proper care of the pu- 
pils, to appoint all officers and teachers, and define the du- 
ties of the same, to fix and regulate the saiaties of all per- 
sons employed by them, and to make a full statement of 
the expenses, management and condition of the Institute, 
at each regular session of the Legislative Assembly.

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signs, be and they are hereby authorized and empowered 
to commence, within two years after this Act becomes a 
law, and within the corporate limits of the icity of Albany 
aforesaid, the erection and establishment of water works, 
for the supplying of water, together with all the necessary 
buildings, macbinery, apparatus and fixtures, and under 
reasonable and proper direction of the authorities of the 
said city, to lay water pipes and extend the service of the 
same throughout the present and future corporate limits of 
said city.

pipes and apparatus and all fixtures thereto. 

Seo. 3. That the said Jacob Fleischner, his heirs, ex- 
ecutors, administrators or assigns, after the erection of the 
said water works and the laying of the pipes, apparatus 
and fixtures appertaining thereto, as herein provided, shall 
provide with water the public watering places erected, 
provided and maintained by the said city, and the places 
for that purpose erected and maintained in the public 
buildings of the same, and other places properly prepared 
and maintained by the said city for the reception of water 
to extinguish fires, at a fixed rate or price, to be agreed 
upon by the ;arties from time to time.

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Sec. 4. That the said Jacob Fleischner, his heirs, ex- 
ecutors, administrators or assigns shall furnish and supply 
water to other persons, societies, corporations or compa- 
nies, upon such terms and conditions as may be agreed 
upon between them. - .

thousand dollars, over and above the amount of indebted- 
ness, limited in section 18 of an Act entitled “An Act to 
incorporate the City of Salem,” approved October, 1862, 
as amended by an Act entitled an Act to amend an Act to 
incorporate the city of Salem, approved October 26, 1872, 
and any indebtedness over and above the sum of fifty

election two-thirds of the votes cast shall be in favor of 
incurring the indebtedness for the proposed work, then such 
indebtedness, to the amount of the estimated cost, as sub- 
mitted to the voters, may be incurred, and not otherwise; 
And further provided, That all bonds issued forindebted- 
ness incurred under the provisions of this section shall be 
made payable fora period of not less than fifteen years.

Seo. 1. That all taxes forthe support of the govern- 
ment of this State shall be assessed on property in equal 
and ratable proportion, and all property, real and per- 
sonal, within this State, not expressly exempted there- 
from, shall be subject to taxation in the manner provided 
by law. 

Sec. 5. <A poll tax of one dollar shall be assessed upon 
every male inhabitant of this State between the ages of 
twenty-one and fifty years, except all active or exempt 
firemen who have been members of any company for a 
period of one year preceding the assessment of taxes, 
which tax shall be collected and used for county purposes.

That section 1 of an Act entitled an Act to provide for 
the sale of tide and overflowed lands on the sea-shore and 
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coast, approved October 26, 1874, be amended so as to 
read as follows: 


Section 1. That the owner or owners of any land 
abutting or fronting upon, or bounded by the shore of the 
Pacific Ocean, or of any bay, harbor or inlet ‘of the same, 
and rivers and their bays, in which the tide ebbs and 
flows, within this State; shall have the right to purchase 
all the tide lands belonging to this State in front of the 
lands so owned; Provided, That if valuable improvements 
have been made upon any of the tide lands of this State 
before the title to the lands on the shore shall have passed 
from the United States, the owner of such improvements 
shall have the exclusive right to purchase the lands soim- 
proved, extending to low water mark, for a period of three 
years from the approval of the Act to which this isamend- 
atory; Provided further, That the Willamette, Coquille 
and Coos rivers shall not be deemed rivers in which the 
tide ebbs and flows within the meaning of this Act, or of 
the Act to which this Act is amendatory; and the title of 
this State to any tide or overflowed lands upon said Wil- 
lamette, Coquille, Coos and Umpqua rivers is hereby 
granted and confirmed tothe owners of the adjacent lands, 
or when any such tide or overflowed lands have been sold, 
then in that-case, to the purchaser or purchasers of such 
tide or overflowed lands from such owner of such adjacent 
lands, or some previous owner thereof, as the case may be.

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AN ACT to provide for the construction of Locks on the Yamhill River, 
at Lafayette, Yamhill County, Oregon, and to regulate tolls thereat.

. WuerEss, The Yamhill Locks and Manufacturing Com- 
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‘ pany was duly incorporated under the laws of Oregon, by 
articles of incorporation, filed in the office of Secretary of 
State on the 16th day of October, 1876, for the construc- 
tion of locks at Lafayette, Yamhill county, Oregon, on the 
Yamhill river, for the purpose of creating a water power 
for manufacturing purposes, and 


Waersas, Steamboats do not run above Lafayette more 
than three or four weeks in the year, on account of rapids 
at that point; therefore 


Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the State of 
Oregon : 


Section 1. Thatthe Yambill Locks and Manufacturing 
Company be authorized to construct locks at Lafayette, 
Oregon, on the Yamhill river, to create a water power, in 
sych a way or manner as not to interfere with the naviga- 
tion of said river at any time that it can be navigated. 


Sec. 2. The Yamhill Locks and Manufacturing Com- 
pany may also construct locks, and otherwise improve the 
navigation of said river for the passage of steamboats and 
other water craft over the rapids at that place during the 
season of the year such boats cannot otherwise pass over 
them, receiving no compensation or aid whatever from the 
State of Oregon. 


Bec. 8. The Yamhill Locks and Manufacturing Com- 
pany may, as a remuneration for the.constructing, keeping 
in repair and attending to said locks, charge as toll the 
sum of five cents per ton for registered tonnage and twen- 
ty cents per ton for actual freight on board, and five cents 
for each passenger on board of any steamboat or other 
water craft that they may pass through said locks up and 
down, and they shall pass through said locks each and 
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every boat or other water craft in the order that they ar- 
rive, with as little delay as possible. 


Sro. 4, Orthe Yamhill Locks and Manufactcring Com- 
pany may constract a dam or locks to raise the water 
above and over the rapids, so that boats may navigate 
above said rapids, and charge the sum of twenty-five 
cents pér ton for transferring freight from one boat to 
another over or around said locks, whenever the water is 
high enough in the Yamhill river for steamboats and 
other water craft to pass over said rapids. Said Lock Com- 
pany shall not obstruct or binder the passage of any steam- 
boat or other water craft over said rapids, or collect toll for 
such passage, and in case said Lock Company see fit to use 
their locks for the passage of boats or other water craft 
when'the water is high enough for them to pass without 
the aid of said locks, said Lock Company shal] make no 
charge for such or any such passage. 


Sec. 5. The State of Oregon or the U. 8. Government 
shall have the right to purchase said locks at any time 
they may see fit to do so, the price to be puid therfor to be 
determined by a board of appraisers, appointed by any 
subsequent session of the Legislature, but the right to 
purchase the water power or manufacturing privileges, or 
interfere therewith, shall not be given without the consent 
of the owners thereof. 

Bec. 6. The county judge and commissioners of Yam- 
hill county shall decide at what times and seasons of the 
year that the said locks are necessary for the passage of 
steamboats and other water craft, or the transfer of freight 
over said rapids, when called upon by the proper represent- 
atives of any steamboat or transportation company naviga- 
ting the Yamhill river, and they shall receive for such ser- 
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vices the same per diem and mileage as for their ordinary 
official duties, payable out of the county funds of Yamhill 
county. 

Sec. 7. Sections 2, 8, 4 and 6 of this Act shall remain 
in force for twenty years only.

Secrron 1. That the State Board of Education is here- 
by made and constituted a board of trustees for the educa- 
tion of deaf mutes, residents of this State, and shall have 
power, and it is hereby made the duty of said board of 
trustees, to employ a speaking teacher, who shall be the 
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principal, shall arrange the classes in their proper order, 
correspond with the patrons of the school on all matters 
of business, and have general supervision of the pupils ` 
during school hours, reporting to the said board monthly, 
and shall teach at least (4) four hours daily, Saturday and 
Sunday excepted. For his services he shall receive a sal- 
ary not to exceed ($1,000) one thousand dollars per annum. 


Sec. 2. The aforesaid board of trustees shall, by and 
with the consent of the principal, employ an assistant 
teacher, whose duty shall be to assist the principal in 
teaching and preserving order during school hours, and 
who shall teach at least six hours daily, Saturday and Sun- 
day excepted. For his services, shall receive a salary not 
to exceed four hundred dollars per annum. 


_, Sec. 3. The aforesaid board of trustees shall employ a 
matron, or house-keeper, who shall, at all times, have full 
and complete control of the house, except the school rooms 
when in actual use by the teachers, She shall prepare the 
food forthe pupils, do or see their washing done, attend 
their dormatories and have general supervision of the pu- 
pils, except during school hours; Provided, however, That 
she may at all times call upon the teachers to assist her in 
the government of the pupils, if needed, and whose salary 
shall be regulated by the board of trustees; Provided fur- 
ther, That said board of trustees may lease said school, as 
to board, when it can do so on terms more economical to 
the Btate. 


Src. 4. The said board of trustees shall furnish the 
necessary building and all necessary supplies, and file with 
the Secretary of State a full and complete statement of the 

~ expenses of, the institution as often as once every three 
months. 
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Sec. 5. Said board may prescribe what branches of 
education shall be taught at said school, and when, in their 
judgment, any pupil shall have been thoroughly instructed 
in said branches, may order that he be no jouer admitted 
to said school. 

Sec. 6, All deaf mutes, residents of this State, who are 
of sound mind and in good health, may have the benefits 
‘of this school, on condition that their parents, friends, or 
guardians furnish all necessary books, clothing and bedding, 
Deaf mutes, of like character, not residents of this State, 
may be admitted on such terms as the trustees shall pre- 
scribe, consulting the best interests of the school and 
pupils. 

Sec. Ta The regular session of the school shall begin 
on the first Monday in September, and close on the first 
Friday in May in each year. ‘ 

Sec. 8. Tuition in said school shall be free to all the 
deaf mutes of the State, and board and lodging shall be 
furnished free to all such deaf mutes, whose parents, in 
the opinion of said board of trustees, have not the means 
to pay for such board and lodging. But children of par- 
ents who are able to pay for such board and lodging shall 
only be admitted upon payment of such sum as may be 
just, to be fixed by said board, for such board and lodging, 
Supplies, as far as practicable, shall be advertised for by 
said board in such manner as to secure them at the least 
cost to the State. 

Seo. 9. The sum of twelve thousand dollars is hereby 
appropriated out of any money in the treasury not other- 
wise appropriated, for the maintenance of the Deaf Mute 
School as set forth in .this Act. 

Sro. 10. Inasmuch as there is at present no law pro- 
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viding for the education of the deaf mutes in this State, 
this Act shall take effect and be in force from and afterits 
approval by the Governor.

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AN ACT supplemental to an Act entitled an Act for the construction of a 
‘Wagon Road up the South bank of fhe Columbia River, from near the 
mouth of Sandy, in Multnomah County, to The Dalles, in Wasco 
County. 


Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the State of 
Oregon: 

Sxcrion 1. That, whereas, a wagon road has been sur- 
veyed and established upon the south bank of the Colum- 
bia river, from near the mouth of Sandy, in the county of ` 
Multnomah, to The Dalles, in'the county of Wasco, by the 
board of commissioners appointed in pursuance of the Act 
of the Legislative Assembly of the State of Oregon, ap- 
proved October 28, 1872, entitled an Act for the construc- 
tion of a wagon road up the south bank of the Columbia 
river, from near the mouth of Sandy, in Multnomah coun- 
ty, to The Dalles, in Wasco county; and, whereas, certain 
portions of said surveyed route have been varied from in 
the construction of said road by the said board of commis- 
sioners, with the view of lessening the cost of the con- 
struction of the road, and without injuring the same for 
public travel, the said changes and variations are hereby 
legalized, and the same shal) hereafter he and remain a 
county road, as provided in said Act, to which this Act isa 
supplement. The said board of commissioners shall have 
power to make such further changes ju the remaining por- 
tion of said road, when, intheir judgment, amore practicable 
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route can be had; Provided, Such changes shall not preju- 
dice any claim for damages to private property nor change 
the general route of said road. 


Sec. 4%. That the acts of said board of commissioners 
of the Dalles and Sandy Wagon Road, when performed 
by a majority of the board, in pursuance of law and in the 
speedy construction of said road, are hereby legalized, and 
shall have the same effect as though done by a full board. 


Sec. 3. That for the completion of the said Dalles and 
Sandy Wagon Road, there be and hereby is appropriated. 
the further sum of fifty thousand dollars, in gold or silver 
coin, to be paid out of the funds arising from the five per 
centum of the net proceeds of the sale of public lands in 
Oregon, not otherwise appropriated, and out of the fund 
arising from the sale of swamp, overflowed and tide lands 
belonging to this State, not otherwise appropriated, and 
which appropriation, in this section provided for, shall be 
expended by the board of commissioners of the Dalles 
and Sandy Wagon Road as hereinafter prescribed; Pro- 
vided, however, The warrants hereafter issued for the com- 
pletion of said road shall be received by the State of Ore- 
gon, together with any interest accruing thereon, at their 
face, in payment for any of the swamp, overflowed or tide 
lands belonging to the State of Oregon. 


Sec. 4. Said commissioners may employ a competent 
engineer, who shall, under their directions, lay off that 
part of said road remaining uncompleted at ‘ je passage of 
this Act, into convenient sections, with not more thsn five 
miles in any one section, and prepare specifications of the 
labor to be done on each section, the width of the road- 
bed, rise and slope of the grades thereon, depth of cuts, 
the width to which each side of the read-bed shall be

cleared of standing timber, and all other labor necessary 
to make a good, wagon road. Said board shall then ad- 
vertise for sealed bids for the construction of a stated 
number of said sections, according to the specifications 
prepared as herein set forth. Said sections advertised at 
any one time, taken together, shall not exceed twenty-five 
miles in length. Such advertisenient shall state the place 
where such bids will be received, where the specifications 
are to be kept for inspection, the time and place where 
the contracts will be let for the construction of such sec- 
tions; that the contracta will be awarded to the lowest re- 
sponsible bidders, and the time within which the same 
shall be completed; that bids will be received for the 
construction of each section separately, and for the whole 
number aggregately; and shall be published at least once 
a week for six weeks, consecutively, in two newspapers, 
one published in Wasco county and the other in Multno- 
mah county. At the time stated in such advertisement, 
all bids shall be opened publicly by the board of commis- 
sloners, and the contracts for the construction of said sec- 
tions shall be let to the lowest responsible bidder or bid- 
ders, as the case may be. Contracts shall be let from 
time to time in the manner above provided until said road is 
completed, or the funds herein appropriated are exhausted. 
But no two lettings shall take place within three months 
of each other. 


Szo. 5. The chairman of said board of commissioners 
shall, immediately on the .awarding of contracts for thee 
construction of any section or sections of said road, file his 
requisition, accompanied by statement of the amounts to 
be paid on such contracts on the completion of the same, 
with the Secretary of State for such -amounts in warrants 
deemed by said chairman necessary to enable said board 
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tu discharge their obligations on such contracts, and to the 
engineer for making such specifications; and the Seeretary 
of State, on the presentation of such requisition, shall draw 
warrants for the amount stated on the requisition in favor 
of said chairman, on the State Treasurer, to be paid out of 
the funds mentioned in section 3 of this Act; which war- 
rants shall draw interest -at the rate of ten per cent. per 
annum from the date of presentation, and be receivable in 
payment of swamp, tide and overflowed lands, as herein- 
before provided. The said chairman shall pay to the con- 
tractors for the construction of said road, from the amount 
realized for said warrants, the several sums due them as 
fast as the sections of said road are cumpleted and accept- 
ed by such board of commissioners; Provided, That said 
warrants be advertised for the same length of time and in 
the same manner as provided for in the letting of con- 
tracts, in section 4 of this Act, and,the person or persons 
offering the highest bid shall have the right to purchase 
said warrants offered; Provided further, That no bonds 
shall sell for a less sum than fifty cents on the dollar. 

Sec. 6. The chairman of said board of commissioners 
shall, in addition to the bond required by the Act to which 
this Act is supplementary, enter into an undertaking in the 
sum of $20,000, with sufficient sureties, to the State of 
Oregon, to be approved by the Governor, conditional that 
he will faithfully disburse and account for all funds re- 
ceived by him, and faithfully and honestly discharge his 
-trust under the provisions of this Act.

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AN ACT to repeal an Act entitled “An Act to provide for the construc- 
tion of a State Capitol Building,” approved October 10, 1872. 
Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the State of 

Oregon : 

Szoros 1. -That the Act entitled “An Act to provide 
for the constraction of a State capitol building,” approved 
October 10, 1872, be and the same is hereby repealed. 

Sec. 2. Tt shall be the duty of the board of capitol 
commissioners to turn over all books, papers, plans, speci- 
fications, contracts, and all other matters pertaining to their 


office, to the Secretary of State, whose duty it shall be to 
preserve the same. 


Src. 8, Inasmuch as the appropriation for the con- 
struction of the capitol building is exhausted, and the ex- 
~penses of the board is considerable to the State, therefore 
this Act shall take effect from its approval by the Gover- 
nor.

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AN ACT to incorporate the Town of Brownsville, in Linn County, Oregon. 


Be it enacted be the Legislative Assembly: of the State of 

Oregon: 

Section 1. That the inhabitants of Brownsville, Linn 
county, Oregon, and their successors, within thé bounds 
hereinafter prescribed, are hereby established and declared 
a body corporate, under the name and style of Browns- 
ville, and as such, shall have the right to sue and be sued, 
implead and be impleaded, defend and [be ]defended, in any 
of the courts of this State, to hold real and personal prop- 
erty, to sell, lease, use or otherwise dispose of the same for 
the common benefit, to borrow and loan money, to have 
and use a seal, and alter the same at pleasure. 


Sec. 2. The corporate limits of said town of Browns- 
ville shall be as follows, to-wit: Commencing at the cen- 
tre of the bridge across the Calapooia river, between 
Brownsville and North Brownsville, running thence with 
the centre of the main channel of said river, at low water 
mark, to the west line of the old A. Kirk donation claim; 
thence with the west line of said claim south to the south- 
west corner of the land of Albert Butts; thence due east 
to the east line of James Blakely’s donation claim; thence 
due north to the centre of the main channel of the Cala- 
pooia river; thence down said river with the centre of the 
same, at low water mark, to the place of beginning. 
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Seo. 8. The officers of said corporation shall be apres- 
ident of the council, four councilmen, a recorder, a mar- 
shal and a treasurer, who shall be elected annually, and 
shall hold their office for one year, or until their successors 
are elected and qualified. 


Seo. 4, Said officers shall be elected annually by the 


qualified voters of said corporation, on the third Monday 
of December of each year. 


Sec. 5. The president of the council shall have power 
to call meetings of the council, shall preside at their meet- 
ings, and, when there is a tie in the council, shall vote, 
He shall sign all ordinances, and all warrants on the treas- ' 
urer, or warrants for the collection of town taxes. He 
shall make a yearly report of the condition, financial and 
otherwise, of the town,'and shall recommend such meas- 
ures for the peace, health and prosperity of the town as 
he may deem expedient. 


Sec. 6. The president and councilmen shall perform 
such other duties as may be hereinafter provided, and, be- 
fore entering upon the duties of their office shall file with 
the recorder an oath to well and truly perform the duties 
required of them by this charter. 


Sec. 7. It shall be the duty of the council of Browns- 
ville to devise and adopiall such measures, regulations and 
ordinances, connected with the police, secvrity, tranquil- 
ity, cleanliness, improvement and ornament of the town, 
and the public health, prosperity and welfare, and the 
regulation of thé finances and public expenses of the town, 
as shall be expedient from time to time, and in accord- 
ance with this Act, the Jaws of this State and of the 
United States. 


Sec. 8. The recorder shall have all the power and 
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jurisdiction of a justice of the peace, in all civil and crim- 
inal matters, and in all proceedings, whether civil or crim- 
inal, shall be governed by the laws relating to justices of 
the peace in this State. He shall also have original and 
exclusive jurisdiction over all violations of town ordi- 
nances and regulations, may examine, hold to bail, fine, or 
commit persons found guilty thereof. He shall be ex- 
officio clerk of the council, shall preside in the absence of 
the president, and shall keep a journal of the proceedings 
of the council; he shal! also be town assessor, and his du- 
ties as assessor and clerk, and fees therefor, shall be pre- 
scribed by the council. 

Src. 9. The marshal, in addition to the duties pre- 
scribed to him by the council, shall execute and return all 
processes issued to him by the recorder, or by any legal 

-authority; he shall be a conservator of the peace, and 
shall arrest all persons guilty of a breach thereof, or the 
violation of any town ordinance, and take them before the 
town recorder for trial, and may, as collector, enforce the 
collection of town taxes, as the ‘collection of county taxes 
is enforced. He shall attend all meetings of the council, 
and perform such other duties as the council may require. 


Sec. 10. The treasurer shall receive and disburse all 
moneys coming into his hands; he shall pay no orders un- 
less they are signed by the president and recorder; he 
shall make a quarterly report of the town finances to the 
council, and shall perform such other duties as the council 
may require, 

Sec. 11. The recorder, marshal and treasurer shall each 
give a bond in the sum of five hundred dollars, to be ap- 
proved by the council, for the faithful performance of their 
duties, which amount may at any time be increased by 
order of the council. 
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Sec. 12. The president, councilmen and treasurer shall 
receive no pay for their services, and they shall not be di- 
rectly or indirectly interested in the proceeds of any con- 
tract to be paid for out of the town treasury. 


Sec. 13. The recorder shall be entitled tothe same fees 
as are now allowed by law to justices of the peace, and 
the marshal to the same as are now allowed by law to con- 
stables. 

Szoc. 14. The said corporation shall not create any 
debis or liabilities which, in the aggregate, shall exceed 
the sum of two hundred and fifty dollars. 

Sec. 15. The council shall hold at least one meeting 
each month, and a majority shall constitute a quorum to 
do business. i 

Sec. 16. Within three days after the passage of an- 
ordinance, copies of the same shall be posted in three pub- 
lic places within the corporate limits of said town, and all 
such ordinances shall take effect within five days after 
such notices, unless otherwise ordered. 

Sec. 17. If any person, who may be elected or ap- 
pointed to any office under this Act, shall remove from the 
town, or absent himself therefrom for thirty days or more, 
without leave of the council, or shall fail to qualify within 
ten days after his election, the office which he held, or to 
which he may have been elected, shall be deemed vacant. 

Sec. 18. The council shall have power and authority, 
within the corporate limits,— i 

1. To make laws and ordinances, notin conflict with 
the laws of the State or of the United States, and all nee- 
essary provisions for carrying them into effect; 


2. To assess and collect taxes, not to exceed two and 
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one-half mills per annum, upon the taxable property with- 
in the corporate limits; 


3. To prevent and remove nuisances; 


4, To license, tax, regulate, restrain or suppress bar- 
rooms, tippling houses, and all, places where spirituous or 
malt liquors are sold, billiard saloons, bowling alleys, the- 
atricals and other exhibitions, shows and public amuse- 
ments, and to suppress bawdy honses, gaming and gam- 
bling houses; Provided, that no law or part thereof au- 
thorizing any tribunal or officer of Linn county to grant 
taverh or grocery licenses shall apply to persons vending 
liquor within the corporate limits of the town of Browns- 
ville; 

5. To establish and regulate a police and night watch, 
to impose fines, forfeitures and penalties, and collect and 
appropriate the same; Provided, no fine or penalty shall 
exceed the sum of two hundred dollars, or imprisonment 
in the county jail or town jail more than sixty days; and 
Provided further, that the council shall have the power 
and authority to pass an ordinance requiring all fines le- 
gally assessed, and not paid at once, to be worked out on 
the streets, within the limits of said corporation, at the 
rate of two dollars per day; 


6. To erect, establish and keep in repair a town jail; 


7. To provide for the construction, cleaning and repair- 
ing of side-walks and cross-walks, adjacent to real prop- 
erty, by the owners thereof, or by the corporation, and 
also for making, cleaning and improving gutters; to grade, 
pave, plank, or otherwise improve and keep in repair 
streets, alleys, and side and cross-walks; 


8. To prevent and regulate the running at large of ani- 
mals, and the discharge of firearms in said town; *

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9. To provide for the removal of standing water, and 
unwholesome and offensive substances, and to prevent 
streams from overflowing their banks; 


10. To prevent and restrain any riot, noise, disturbance 
or disorderly assemblies, in any street, house, -or other 
place in the town; 


11. To levy and collect a road tax from all property in 
said corporation, equal to, and in the same manner, as that 
now levied by law, to be collected and expended on the 
highways, streets and alleys within said corporation, under 
the supervision of a supervisor, to be elected by the coun- 
cil; 

12. To tax and license business houses, taverns, enting 
rooms, peddlers, auctioneers, brokers, and also the differ- 
ent branches of business or professions, which, in their 
jadgment, should be licensed; and all citizens within the 
corporate limits shall be exempt from any county license 
which now is or may hereafter be imposed by the general 
laws of this State; Provided, no town license shall be less 
than now prescribed by statute; 


13. To provide for the restraint and employment of 
vagrants; | 

14. To provide all necessary means for the protection 
of the town against fire; 

15. To remove, repress or prevent anything which 
would be detrimental to the health or morals of the town; 
to prevent and restrain obscene language, cursing, swear- 
ing, drunkenness or disorderly conduct within the corporate 
limits; 

16. To provide for the collection and disbursing of all 
moneys which may be assessed or authorized to be col- 
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lected; to issue warrants and levy on real or personal 
property of delinquent tax-payers, and cause the same to 
be sold under such rules and regulations asthey may estab- 
lish therefor; 


17. To fill all vacancies in offices in the incorporation, 
and to appoint such officers as may be necessary to carry 
into effect any ordinance of the council; 


18. To make all rules and regulations for conducting 
elections, except as hereinafter provided for; Provided, no 
person shall be allowed to vote at any municipal election 
who is not a legal voter of the State, or who has not re- 
sided within the corporate limits thirty days next preced- 
ing such election, or who has refused to pay any town fine 
or tax legally assessed against him; 


. 19. To levy and collect a poll tax of not more than one 
dollar from each person in the corporate limits subject to 
poll tax under the laws of this State; 


Sec. 19. Within ten days after the passage of this 
Act Hugh L. Brown, Sr., James H. Washburn and W. R. 
Bishop, who are hereby appointed inspectors of the first 
election to be held, shall give notice that there will be an 
election held for the election of the officers provided for in 
this charter, said notices to be posted atthree public places 
within the corporate limits at Jeast four days before said 
election, and shall furnish poll-books; said election to be 
held, as near as may be, in conformity with the election 
laws of this State. The said inspectors shall give certifi- 
cates of election to the successful candidates, and shall de- 
liver the poll books to the recorder elect. The officers 
thus elected shall qualify before the justice of the peace 
for Brownsville precinct, and shall immediately enter upon 
their respective duties. 
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Szc. 40. The Legislature of Oregon may aniul, repeal 
or amend this Act, whenever a majority of the legal voters 
of the corporation petition therefor. 


Szo. 21, At the election herein provided for, the ques- 
tion of charter or no charter shall be submitted to the 
legal voters, and if a majority vote to adopt the charter, 
then this Act shall be in full force and effect, otherwise 
null and void. 

See. 22. Inasmuch as it is necessary that the improve- 
ments provided for in this Act shall be made as soon as 
possible, this Act shall take eflect from the day of its ap- 
proval by the Governor.

That the inhabitants of North Brownsville, 
Linn county, Oregon, and their successors, within the 
bounds hereinafter prescribed, are hereby established and 
declared a body corporate, under the name and style of 
North Brownsville; and as such, shall have the right to 
sue and be sued, implead and be impleaded, defend and 
be defended in any of the courts of this State; to hold real 
and personal property, to sell, lease, use, or otherwise dis- 
pose of the same for the common benefit; to borrow and 
loan money; to have and use a seal, and alter the same at 
pleasure. 
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Src. 2. The corporate limits of said -city of North 
Brownsville shall be as follows, to-wit: Commencing at a 
point fifteen (15) rods east of the northeast corner of the 
town of Amelia, in township thirteen, south range two 
wêst; thence south to the centre of the main channel of 
the Calapooia river at low water mark; thence down the 
centre of the main channel of said river, at low water 
mark, to the range line running north between ranges two 
(2) and three (8) west in township (18) thirteen, south of 
range two west; thence north on and with said range line 
to a point twenty (20) rods north of the north line (run- 
ning east and west) of A. Grass’ addition to North Browns- 
ville; thence on a straight line, in a southeasterly direction, 
to the place of beginning. 


Szo. 3. The officers of the said corporation shall be a 
president of the council, four councilmen, a recorder, a 
marshal and a treasurer, who shall hold their office for one 
year, or until their successors are elected and ‘qualified. 


Sec. 4, Said officers shall be elected annually by the 
qualified electors of said corporation, on the third Monday 
of December of each year.

Sec. 10. The recorder, marshal and treasurer shall each 
give a bond in the sum of five hundred dollars, to be ap-

Sec. 11. The president, councilmen and treasurer shall 
receive no pay for their evervices, and the president or 
councilmen shal] not, directly or indirectly, be interested 
in the proceeds of any contract to be paid for out of the 
city treasury. 


Seo, 12. Said recorder and marshal shall be entitled to 
the same fees as are now provided by law for the justices 
and constables. 


Seo. 18. The said corporation shall not create any 
debts or liabilities which, in the aggregate, shall exceed 
the sum of two hundred dollars ($200). 


” Sec. 14. The common council shall hold at least one 
meeting each month, and a majority of said board shall 
constitute a quorum to do business. 


Sec. 15. ‘Within three days after the passage of an or- 
dinance, copies of the same shall be posted in three pub- 
lic places in suid city; and all such ordinances shall take 
effect within five days after such notices, unless otherwise 
ordered.

zens Within the limits of said corporation shall be exempt 
from any county license which now is or may hereafter 
be imposed by the general laws of this State; Provided, 
no city license shall be Jess than now prescribed by 
statute; 

5. To provide for the restraint and employment of 
vagrants; 

6. To provide all necessary means for the protection of 
the city against fires, and maintain a night watch when 
necessary, and to build a city jail; 

7. To build side-walks, cross-walks, and construct sew- 
ers, remove obstructions from the same and provide for 
their repairs; or the council may, by an ordinance, duly 
passed, order any person owning property within the cor- 
porate limits to build a side-walk along the same, pre- 
scribing the mode and manner in which it shall be built; 
and in the event the property owner should fail to build 
the same as ordered, in sixty days after due notice of such 
order has been given by the marshal, the council may or- 
der the same to-be built by the marshal, or under his 
direction and supervision, and the cost of building such 
side-walk shall be taxed against the owner of such prop- 
erty, which tax shall constitute a lien on said property for 
which the same may be sold as for other taxes; 
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8. To remove or repress all nuisances, or anything 
which would be detrimental to the morals of the city; ` 


9. To prevent and restrain riot, disturbance, noise, ob- 
scene language, drunkenness and disorderly conduct or 
assemblages, at'any time or place within the limits of the 
corporation; 


10. To prevent animals from running at large within 
the corporate limits; 


11. To impose, collect and appropriate fines and pen- 
alties; Provided, no fine or penalty shall exceed, the sum 
of two hundred dollars ($200 00), which may be dis- 
charged by work on the streets within the corporate lim- 
its, at the rate of two dollars per day, or imprisonment in 
the county jail, or city jail, not more than sixty days; 


12. To provide for the collection and disbursing of all 
moneys which may be assessed or authorized to be col- 
lected; to issue warrants and levy on real or personal prop- 
erty of delinquent tax-payers, and cause the same to be 
sold, under such rules and regulations as they may estab- 
lish therefor; 


18. To fill all vacancies In officés of the incorporation, 
and to appoint such officers as may be necessary to carry 
into eflect any ordinance of the council; 


14. To make all necessary rules and regulations for 
conducting elections, except as hereinafter provided for; 
Provided, no person shall be allowed to vote at any mu- 
nicipal election who is not a legal voter in this State, or 
who has not resided within the corporate limits thirty (80) 
days next preceding said election, or who has refused to 
pay any city fine or tax legally assessed against him. 


Beo. 17. Within ten days after the passage of this act, 
18 
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the justice of the peace of Brownsville precinct shall give 
notice that there will be an election held for the election 
of the officers provided for in this charter, said notice to 
be posted in three public places within the corporate lim- - 
its, at least four days before said election.: He shall ap- 
point three suitable persons for judges of said election, and 
furnish poll books; said election to be held as near as may 
be in conformity with the election laws of the State, The 
returns of said election shall be made to the said justice 
within two days thereafter, who shall, with the aid of the 
constable of said precinct, proceed to canvass the same 
and declare the result, and shall issue’ certificates of elec- 
tion to the persons having the highest number of votes for 
each of the city officers, who shall qualify within three 
days thereafter, and enter upon their duties. 

Src. 18. The legislature of Oregon may annul, repeal 
or amend this act, whenever a majority of the legal voters 
of the corporation petition therefor. , 

Sec. 19. At the election herein provided for, the ques- 
tion of charter or no charter shall be submitted to the 
legal voters, and ifa majority vote to adopt the charter, 
then this act shall be in full force and effect, otherwise, 
null and void. 

Inasmuch as it is necessary that the improve- 
ments provided for in this act shall be made as soon as 
possible, this act shall take effect from the day of its ap- 
proval by the Governor.

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AN ACT to incorporate the City of Halsey, in Linn county, Oregon. 


Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the State of 
Oregon : i 


Section 1, That the inhabitants of the city of Halsey, 
Linn county, Oregon, and their successors, within 
the bounds hereinafter prescribed, be and they are 
hereby established and declared a body corporate, under 
the name and style of the city of Halsey, and as such shall . 
haye the right to sue and be sued, implead and be im- 
pleaded, defend and be defended, in any of the courts of 
this State, to hold real and personal property, to sell, lease, 
use or otherwise dispose of the same for the common ben- 
efit, to have and use a seal, and alter the same at pleasure, 

_to borrow and loan money; Provided, said corporation 
shall not create any debts or liabilities which, in the ag- 
gregate, shal] exceed the sum of one thousand dollars. 

Sec. 2. The corporate limits of the city of Halsey shall 
be as follows, to-wit: Beginning ata point twenty rods 
north of where [the] Brownsville and Peoria road crosses 
the railroad, thence west (80) eighty rods, thence south (1) 
one mile, thence east (120) one hundred and twenty rods, 
thence north one mile, thence west to place of beginning. 

Sec. 3. The officers of said corporation shail be a pres- 
ident of the council, four councilmen, a recorder, a mar- 
shal and a treasurer, who shall hold their office for one 
year, or until their successors are elected and qualified. 


Sec. 4, Said officers shall be elected annually by the 
qualified electors of said corporation on the first Monday 
of December in each year. 


Sec. 5. The president of the council shall have power 
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to call meetings of the council, shall preside at their meet- 
ings, and when there isa tie in the council, shall vote. 
He shall sign all ordinances and all warrants, and warrants 
for the collection of city taxes; he shall make an annual 
report of the condition, financial and otherwise, of the 
city, and shal] recommend such measures for the peace, 
health and prosperity of the city as he may deem expe- 
dient. 


Sec. 6. The president and councilmen shall perform 
such other duties as may be hereinafter provided, and be- 
fore entering upon the duties of their office, shall each file 
with the recorder an oath to well and truly perform the 
duties required of them by this charter. 


Sec. 7. It shall be the duty of the council of Halsey to 
devise and adopt all such measures, regulations and ordi- 
nances connected with the police, peace, security, tran- 
quility, cleanliness, improvement and ornament of the city, 
and the public health, prosperity and welfare, and the reg- 
ulations of the finances and public expenses of the city, as 
shall be expedient from time to time, and in accordance 
with this Act, the laws of this State and of the United 
States. 


Sec. 8. The recorder shall have all the power and 
jurisdiction of a justice of the peace in all civil and crim- 
inal matters, and in all proceedings, whether civil or crim- 
inal, shall be governed by the laws relating to justices of 
the peace in this State. He shall also have original and 
exclusive jurisdiction over all violations of city ordinances 
and regulations; may examine, hold to bail, fine or convict 
persons found guilty thereof. He shall be ex-officio 
clerk of the council, shall preside in the absence of the 
president, and shall keep a journal of the proceedings of

the council; he shall also be city assessor, and his duties 
aa assessor and clerk, and fees therefor, shall be prescribed 
by the council. 


Src. 9. The marshal, in addition to the duties pre- 

scribed to him by the conncil,-shall execute and return all 
processes issued and directed to him by the recorder, or 
by any legal authority. He shall be a conservator of the 
peace, and shall arrest all persons guilty of a breach there- 
of, or the violation of any city ordinance, and take them 
before the city recorder for trial, and may, as collector, 
enforce the collection of city taxes as the collection of 
county taxes is enforced.

11, The recorder, marshal and treasurer shall each 
give a bond in the sum of five hundred dollars, to be ap- 
proved by the council, for the faithful performance of their 
duties, which amount may at any time be increased by 
order of the council. 


The president, councilmen and treasurer shall 
receive no pay for their services, nor shall they be, directly 
or indirectly, interested in the proceeds of any contracts 
to be paid for out of the city treasury. 

The recorder and marshal shall be entitled to 
the same fees as are now allowed by law to justices of the 
peace and constables. 
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Src. 14. The council shall hold at least one meeting 
each month, and a majority shall constitute a quorum to 
do business. 


Within three days after the passage of any 
ordinance copies of the same shall be posted in three pub- 
lic places within the corporation, and all such ordinances 
shall take effect at the expiration of five days from the 
date of such posting, unless otherwise ordered.

County. 

WaueErEdér, The act of the Legislative Assembly of this 
State, approved October 24, 1874, creating the county of 
Lake, made provision for submitting the question of the 
permanent locatien of the county seat thereof to tne legal 
voters of said county, at the June election of 1876; and 

Wuerzas, Owing to the scattering vote polled at said 
election in said county, on the county seat question, the 
result has ¢ ven rise to conflicting opinions among the cit- 
izens thereof as to the place where the county offices and 
records of said county should be kept, and the courts , 
thereof be held, in consequence of which, the county seat ` 
question of said county has become the subject of expen- 
sive litigation in the courts; and . 


Wuerreas, It is to the interest of the people of Lake 
county that the county seat question should be speedily 
settled with as little expense as possible to thé people of 
said county; therefore 


Beit enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the State of 

Oregon: 

Sscrion 1. That at the presidenta] election to be held 
in November, A. D. 1876, any legal voter of said county 
may cast kis vote for county seat in any precinct in said 
county. f 

Szo. 2. That at said election, the legal voters of said 
courity shal! cast their votes for only two places for county 
seat, to-wit: Linkville and Lakeview, in said county, and 
the place receiving the highest number of votes cast for 
county seat shall be the permanent county seat.of said 
county until otherwise provided by law. 
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Sec. 3. That until the county seat of Lake county 
shall be permanently located in the manner provided in 


this act, the temporary county seat thereof shall remain 
at Linkville. 


Src. 4. That within twenty days after the holding of 
said election, the board of canvassers designated by law 
shall canyass the returns of said special election, and make 
a true and certified abstract of all votes cast for Linkville 
and Lakeview, and file said abstract with the county clerk 
of said county. 


Sxc. 5. That in case ofa tie in the votes cast at said 
election for Linkville and Lakeview, the same shall be 
decided by lot in the manner provided by law for decid- 
ing a tie vote between county officers. 


„~ SEC. 6. That on and after said election, all offices and 
records of said county shall be kept, and all courts in and 
for said county shall be held at the place receiving a ma- 
jority of all the legal votes cast at said election for county 
seat, 


Sec. T. All acts and parts of acts in conflict with the 
provisions hereof, are hereby repealed. 


Sec. 8. As it is desirable that all litigation in reference 
to the location of the county seat of Lake county shall be 
terminated without delay, this act shall take effect and be 
in force from and after its approval by the Governor.

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AN ACT to incorporate the Town of Hillsboro, in Washington county, 
Oregon. 


Be tt enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the State of 
Oregon: 


Section 1. That the inhabitants of the town of Hills- 
boro, Washington county, State of Oregon, and their suc- 
cessors, within the limits‘hereinafter prescribed, are here- 
by created and established a body politic and corporate, 
by the name and style of the “Town of Hillsboro,’ and by 
that style shall have perpetual succession, the right to sue 
and be sued, defend and be defended in all the courts in 
this State, to purchase, lease, receive and hold property, 
both real and personal, and dispose of the same for the 
common benefit, to have and use a seal, and to alter the 
same at pleasure. 


Sec. 2. The corporate limits of said town of Hillsboro 
shall be as follows, to-wit: Commencing in Washington 
county, Oregon, three chains west of the southeast corner 
of township No. one, north of range No. three west, and 
running thence north thirty-three chains, thence east forty 
chains, thence south sixty-eight chains, thence west forty 
chains, and thence north thirty-five chains, to the place of 
beginning. 

Suc. 8. The officers of the said town shall be five trus- 
tees, a recorder, who shall be clerk of the board of trus- 
tees, and assessor, and ex-officio justice of the peace, with- 
in the limits of the town of Hillsboro, a marshal, who 
shall be collector of taxes and ex-officio a constable with- 
in the limits of the town of Hillsboro, and a treasurer, who 
shall hold their offices until their successors are elected 
and qualified, and who shall be legal voters, and actual 
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residents of the town six months preceding their election. 

Sec. 4. Said officers shall be elected by the qualified 
electors of said town, on the first Monday in December of 
each year; Provided, that uo person shall be entitled to 
vote at any municipal election who has not resided in said 
town limits thirty days next preceeding the election, or 
shall have refused or neglected to pay avy city fine or tax 
legally assessed against him, provided such payment has 
been legally demanded of him. The first election of city 
officers shall be as follows: The county clerk of Washing- 
ton county shall post in three of the most public places in 
said town, at least one week before the election, a notice 
designating the time of und place where said election will 
be held, and thereafter, and before the. election, shall ap- 
point three persons to receive the votes at the place desig- 
nated; and the persons so appointed shall receive the votes 
as aforesaid, and within five days thereafter shall make 
return of said votes to the clerk of the county court, who 
shall, forthwith, in the presence of the judge of the county 
court or a justice of the peace, canvass the same, and to 
the persons respectively having the highest number of 
votes for recorder, marshal and treasurer, he shall give 
_ certificates of election, and to the five persons having the 
highest number of votes for trustees, he shall give certifi- 
cates of elaction as trustees. 

Src. 5. The board of trustees shall elect one of their 
number to be president, which board shall constitute the 
town council, and at any meeting shall have exclusive 
power— 

To provide for the election and qualification of officers, 
and for filling all vacancies in office; 

To fix the time and place of their meeting; but they 
shall meet as often as once in each month; 
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To levy and collect taxes for city purposes; 

To establish hospitals, prevent and remove nuisances; 

To provide water; 

To license, tax and regulate auctioneers, taverns, ordi- 
naries, hawkers, peddlers, brokers, pawn-brokers, and 
money changers, and also hackneys, carriages, wagons, 
carts, drays and omnibusses, and to fix the rate of carrying 
persons and property thereon; 

To license, tax and regulate bar-rooms, billiard tables,- 
liquor venders, theatricals and other shows, exhibitions 
and other amusements; and also 

To prohibit bawdy houses, gaming aud gambling houses; 
Prowded, that no person having paid a license to the 
town for carrying on any business or trafie named in this 
section, shall be compelled to pay to the county or the State 
for the same business; 

To establish and regulate market houses,and places; 

To establish fire companies, and to provide for the pre- 
vention and extinguishment of fire; 

To appoint fire wardens and to prescribe their duties, 
and property guards; 

To compel any person or persons present to aid in the 
extinguishment of fire, or for the preservation of property 
exposed to danger in time of fires, and by ordinance, to 
prescribe such other powers as may be necessary on such 
occasions; 

To establish and regulate a police and nightwatch; 

To impose fines, penalties and forfeitures; 

To provide for the construction, cleansing and repairing 
of side and cross-walks; Provided, the residents of said 
town shall not be exempt from the payment of such road 
taxes as are, or may be imposed by law upon other resi- 
dents of Washington county; 
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And provided further, that said towa of Hillsboro shall 
constitate a road district in Washington county of the fol- 
lowing extent, to-wit: Commencing at the mouth of Dairy 
creek, in section 12, T. 1, S. R. 1 W.; thence up the cen- 
tre of Dairy creek to the mouth of McKay creek; 
thence up the center of McKay creek to the section 
line between sections 24 and 25, 1.1, N. R.3 W.; 
thence east to the corner of sections 20, 21, 28 and 29, 'T. 
1, N. R. 2 W.,; thence south to the centre of Tualitan river; 
thence up the centre of the Tualitan river to the place of 
beginning, and the street commissioner of said town, under 
the direction of the trustees; shall collect and apply all 
road taxes within said district to the improvement of 
roads and streets therein; 

And provided further, that the trustees shall have 
power— = 

To compel, by ordinance, the owners of Tots to construct 
and repair sidewalks, and to dig and maintain ditches and 
sewers along the streets adjacent to said lois, at the cost of 
the owners thereof, and to provide for selling the lots ad- 
jacent to which any such works may be constructed, 
ditches dug, sewers constructed, or improvements made, | 
to pay all costs and expenses thereof, in the seme manner 
as like property is sold on execution, under and ia pursu- 
ance of the laws of this State; 

To grade, pave, plank, or otherwise clean and keep in 
repair, streets, alleys and sidewalks; 

To regulate the erection of private warehouses, and the 
repairs thereof, and fix the rate of storage thercin; 

To regulate the storage of gunpowder, and other com- 
bustible and explosive materials, and the use of candles, 
lamps, and other lights in shops, stables and other places} 

To prevent, remove, or secure, any fireplace, stove, or 
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other apparatus which may be dangerous, in causing fire; 

To regulate and prescribe.the manner of building par- 
tition walls and fences; 

To prevent and regulate the running at large of animals, 
and the discharge of fire-arme in said town; 

To license and regulate porters, and the rate of portage; 

To appropriate for any item of city expenditures, and 
to provide for the payment of debts and expenses of the 
city; 

" To appoint a street commissioner and a city attorney, 
and -prescribe their duties; 

To provide for measuring wood, and weighing hay and 
other commodities bought and sold in said town; 

To provide for the removal of standing water and un- 
wholesome and offensive substances; 

To make by-laws and ordinances not inconsistent with 
the laws of the United States and of this State, to carry 
into effect the provisions of this charter, and secure the 
health, peace and improvement of said town, and to pro- 
vide for the punishment of the violation of city ordinances 
by fine or imprisonment; but no fine shall exceed one 
hundred dollars, nor imprisonment more than twenty days. 

And the said board of trustees shall have power— 

To prevent the introduction of contagious diseases into 
the town; 

To prevent and restrain any riot, noise, disturbance, or 
disorderly ussemblage, in any street, house, or place in the 
city; and 

To make ordinances to prevent and punish vagrancy 
and disorderly conduct, and to provide rules and regula- 
tions compelling persons convicted of vagrancy or disor- 
derly conduct to work on the streets and public works of 
the town; Provided, that no sentence to hard work on the 
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atreets or public works of the town shall exceed ten days 
for any one conviction; and 


To prescribe and regulate the fees of elected and ap- 
pointed officers of said town. 


Sec. 6. The president of the board of trustees shall 
have power to call meetings of the board, and shall pre- - 
side at its meetings, and shall, at least once in each year, 
state to said board the condition, financial and otherwise, 
of said town, and recommend such measures for the peace, 
health, improvement and prosperity of the town, as he 
shall deem expedient. — 


Sze. 7. The Recorder shall have jurisdiction over all 
violations of city ordinances, and may hold to bail, fine, or 
commit persons found guilty thereof. His duties as as- 
sessor and clerk shall be as prescribed by the board of 
trustees.

Within five days from the enactment of any 
ordinance, a copy thereof shall be posted in three of the 
most public places in said town, or published in a news- 
paper in Hillsboro, and no ordinance shall take effect in 
less than five days from its passage. 

Src. 13. A majority of the trustees at any meeting 
shall constitute a quorum to do business, and all meetings . 
of the board shail be public; and, at least once a year, a 
statement of the financial affairs of the town shall be pub- 
lished by authority of the board. 

Sec. 14. The board of trustees shall not, in any man- 
ner, create any debt or liabilities, which shall, singly or 
in the aggregate, exceed the sum of two thousand dollars.

Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the State of 
Oregon : 
CHAPTER, I. 


Of the Boundaries and Incorporation of the City. 


Section 1. The city of Astoria is bounded as follows: 
Beginning at the N. E. corner of the donation Jand claim 
of J. M, and Susan L. Shively, his wife, all of Clatsop 
county, Oregon, as established and designated by the sur- 
veys and plats of the United States; thence south, on the 
said claim line, to the southeast corner of the town of As- 
toria, as laid out and recorded by J. M. Shively; thence È:

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southwesterly, along the southern limit of said town, to 

* Salmon street; thence westerly, along the southern limit of 
said town, to the claim line on the west of said donation 
land claim; thence south, on said claim line, extended to 
the middle of the main channel of Young’s river bay; 
thence westerly, along the middle line of said channel, toa 
point south of the southwest corner of block No..35, in 
Olney’s addition to the town of Astoria, as laid out and 
recorded b¥J. G. Hustler and Henry S. Aiken, executors; 
thence north, and along the west line of said addition, to 
the northwest corner of block No. 1, in said addition; 
thence to a point one hundred feet south of the southwest 
corner of block No. 152, of the town of Astoria, as laid - 
out and recorded by John McClure, as extended by Cyrus 
Olney; thence north, on the west line of the extension of 
the town of Astoria, to its intersection with Squemaqua 
street; thence west on Squemaqua street, extended to a 
point eighteen rods east of the west line of John McClure’s 
land claim; thence north to the line of ordinary high 
water or the Columbia river; thenge west, along the line 
of ordinary high water, to the west line of said McClure’s 
land claim; thence north, on said west line, to the State 
line of the State of Oregon; thence easterly, along the 
State line, to a point north of the northeast corner of the 
donation land claim of J. M. and Susan L. Shively; thence 
south to the place of beginning. 


Sec. 2. The inhabitants of the city of Astoria are 
hereby constituted and declared to be a municipal cor- 
poration, by the name and style of the “City of Astoria,” 
and by such name shall have perpetual succession, sue and 

. be sued, plead and be impleaded, in all courts of justice, 
and in all actions, suits or proceedings whatever; may pur- 
chase, hold and receive property, both real and personal, 
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within said city, for publie buildings, public works and 
city improvements; may lease, sell or dispose of the same . 
for the benefit of the city; may purchase, hold and receive 
property, both real and personal, beyond the limits of the 
city, to be used for city parks, 1 for burial purposes, for the 
establishment and maintenance of’a hospital for the re- 
ception of persons affected with contagious or other diseases, 
for work-houses and for houses of correction; also for the 
erection of water-works to supply the city with water, and 
may contro], lease, sell or dispose of the same for the ben~ 
efit of the city. All property, both real and personal, be- 
longing to and vested in the “town of Astoria,’’ shall, on 
the passage of this Act, become the property of and be 
vested in the “city of Astoria;’’ and they may control, 
lease, sell or dispose of the same for the benefit of the 
eity. And they shall have and use a common seal, and may 
alter and break the same, or make a new one, at pleasure. 


CHAPTER II. 


Of the Government of the City. * 


Src. 8. The power and authority given to the munici- 
pal corporation of the city of Astoria by this Act, is vested 
in a mayor and common council, and their successors in 
office, to be exercised in the manner hereinafter prescribed. 


Szoc. 4. For the purposes of municipal representation, 
the “city of Astoria” is hereby divided into two wards, 
designated and bounded as follows: Ward No. 1 shall em- 
brace al] that portion of said city of Astoria lying west of 
the dividing line between the donation land claim of John 
McClure, and John M. Shively and Susan L. Shively, his 
wife. Ward No. 2 shall embrace all that portion of said 
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city of Astoria lying east of said line; and the council, by 
ordinance, may create additional wards, or change the 
boundaries of those herein established. ' 


Sec. 5. Each ward herein established, and any addi- 
tional ward that may hereafter be established, is entitled 
to elect three members of the common council. 

Sec. 6. The members of the common council shall be 
elected for three years, and shall hold their offices until 
their successors are elected and qualified. 


~ Sec. T. The mayor shall be elected for two years, and 
shall hold his office until his suecessor is elected and qual- 
ified. 


Seo. 8. There shall be appointed, as hereinafter pro- 
vided, a treasurer, assessor, auditor, attorney, superintend- 
ent of streets, harbor master, surveyor, police judge, and 
chief of police, who shall be officers In this municipal cor- 
poration, who shall be nominated by.the mayor, and con- 
firmed by a concurrence of a majority of the members of 
the council, and shall hold their offices for two years, and 
until their successors are appointed and qualified, subject 
to removal by the council, by and with the concurrence 
of a majority of the members thereof, for misfeasance, in- 
attention or incompetency. 


Sec. 9. No person is eligible to any office in the mu- 
nicipal corporation, who, at the time of his election or ap- 
pointment, is not entitled to the privilege of an elector ac- 
cording to the laws of this State, and who has not resided 
in the city of Astoria for the six months next preceding

Sec. 10. In addition to the qualifications prescribed in 
section 9, to be eligible to the office of councilman, a per- 
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son must be a resident of the ward from which he is 
elected. 


CHAPTER Ii. 
Of Elections. 


Sec. 11. There shall be a general election in the city 
of Astoria on the second Wednesday in December, an- 
nally. 

Szoc. 12. All officers required to be elected by this act, 
except those nominated and confirmed by thé common 
council, as in this Act provided, shall be elected by the 
qualified voters of the city or ward, as the case may be, at 
the general election next preceding the expiration of the 
then incumbent of the office.’

Sec. 13. The council shall designate one place in each 
ward for holding the election therein, and appoint three 
judges and two clerks of election for each ward. 


Szc. 14. The auditor, under direction of the council, 
shall give ten days’ notice, by publication of hand-bills, 
posted in the several wards of the city of Astoria, of each 
general election, the officers to be elected thereat, and the 
place designated in each ward for holding the election 
therein, and the judges and clerks appointed to conduct 
the same.

out closing the polls. Ifany judge of election fails to at- 
tend and serve at the proper time, the voters of the’ ward, 
then present, may elect another in his place; and if any 
clerk of election fails to attend and serve at the proper 
time, the judges of the election may appoint another in 
his place.

Of Vacancies in Office. 


Src. 27. An office shall be deemed vacant upon the 
death or resignation of the incumbent. The office of the 
treasurer or assessor shall be deemed vacant whenever the 
incumbent thereof shall be absent from the city for the 
period of thirty days. The office of councilman shall be 
deemed vacant whenever any incumbent thereof shall 
cease to be a resident of the ward which he represents, or 
shall fail to attend six consecutive regular meetings of the 
council, unless absent upon leave of the council, first ob- 
tained; but a change of the boundaries of any ward shall 
not be deemed to change the residence of any councilman, 
so as to create or cause a vacancy in such office.

the mayor at any time upon not less than one dsay’s notice 
to each member of the council at that time present in the 
city. 

A majority of the members of the council 
shall constitute a quorum to do business, but a less number 
may meet and adjourn from time to: time, and compel 
the attendance of absent members. 

Src. 82. The council may adopt rules for the govern- 
ment of its members and its proceedings.

. but upon a question to adjourn, the yeas and nays shall 
not be taken, unless upon the call of four members. Its 
deliberations and proceedings must be public. 

"Beo. 33. The council may punish any member for dis- 
orderly and improper conduct at any meeting, or for re- 
fusing or neglecting to attend any regular meeting with- 
out sufficient excuse therefor, and may, by a two thirds 
vote, expel a member. 
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Sro. 34. The mayor is ex-officio president of the coun- 
cil, and presides over its deliberations when in session. 
He is not entitled to vote, but has authority to preserve 
order, enforce the rules of the council, and determine the 
order of business, subject to such rules and to an appeal to 
the council, If the mayor should be absent at any meet- 
ing of the council, the council must appoint one of their 
own number president, to serve during the meeting, or 
until the mayor attends. 


Sec. 35, On the first Monday of January next follow- 
ing any general election, there must be a regular meeting 
of the council, and such meeting is appointed by this Aoi 
and no notice thereof, or call therefor, is necessary. 


Sec. 86. A majority of the whole number constituting 
the council, as then provided by law, isa majority of the 
council or members thereof, within the meaning of this 
Act, and not otherwise, unless expressly so provided. The 
concurrence of a majority of a quorum is a sufficient ma~ 
jority to determine any question or matter, other than the 
final passage of an ordinance, and the appointment or re- 
moval of an officer. 

Sec. 87. The style of every ordinance shall be, “The 
city. of Astoria does ordain as follows.” 

Sec, 38. The,council has power and anthority-within 
the city of Astoria— x 

1. To assess, levy aud collect taxes for general munici- 
pal purposes, not to exceed one-half of one per centum 
upon all property, both real and personal, within the city 
limits; 

2. To license, tax and regulate auctioneers, taverns, 
hawkers, peddlers, pawn-brokers, and all offensive or nox- 
ious trades or occupations; 
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3. To license, tax and regulate hacks, cabs, hackneys, 
carriages, wagons, carts, drays or othey vehicles, and to fix 
the rates thereof; 


4. To license, tax, regulate and restrain bar-rooms, 
drinking shops, theatrical and other exhibitions, shows, 
public amusements, hotel aud steamboat runners, billiard 
and pigeon-hole tables, and bowling alleys, and to pro- 
hibit and suppress bawdy houses, gaming and gambling 
houses; Provided, that no law or part thereof authorizing 
any tribunal or officer of Clatsop county to grant tavern or 
grocery licenses, shall apply to persons vending liquor 


within the city of Astoria; 


5. To make regulations to prevent the introduction of 
contagious diseases in the city; to remove persons affected 
with such diseases therefrom to suitable hospitals provided 
by the city for that purpose; to secure the protection of 
persons and property therein, and to provide for the health, 
cleanliness, ornament, peace and good order of the city; 


-6. To prevent and remove nuisances; 


7. To provide the city with good and wholesome wa- 
ter, and for the erection or construction of such water- 
works and reservoirs within or without the limits of the 
city, as may be necessary or convenient therefor, and to 
grant to any private person or private corporation, a fran- 
chise or permission for the erection and construction of 
water-works within the limits of the city, and with all 
rights and powers appertinent thereto, including the 
power of using the streets and public ways for the purpose 
of laying pipes, ete. Such franchise shall be used and ex- 
ercised under such rules, regulations and restrictions as 
the council shall from time to time prescribe; 


8. To provide for the prevention and extinguishment 
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of fires, and for the preservation of property endangered 
thereby, and for the appointment of officers required for 
such purposes; 

9. To provide for lighting the streets, and furnishing 
the city with gas or other light, and for the’ erection or 
construction of such worka as may be necessary or con- 
venient therefor, and to grant to any private person or pri- 
vate corporation, a franchise or permission for the erection 
and construction of gas-works within the limits of the city, 
and with all rights and powers appertinent thereto, includ- 
ing the power of using the streets and public ways for the 
purpose of laying pipes, etc. Such franchise shall be used - 
and exercised under such rules, regulations and restrictions 

-as the council shall from time to time prescribe; 

10. To provide for the support, restraint, k employ- 
ment of vagrants and paupers; 

11. To determine and regulate the number of day and 
night police, or either of them; tò provide for paying the 
same, and to regulate and fix the compensation of the 
chief of police, and policemen, the keeper of the city 
prison, and of the house of correction; 

12. To provide for the prevention and removal of all 
obstructions from the streets, cross and side-walks, and for 
the cleaning and repairing of the same; 

18, To provide for the prevention and removal of ob- 
structions in the Columbia river, within the limits of the 
city, and prevent and restrain the throwing of ballast 
therein; : 


14. To assess and collect harbor dues from all vessels 
and steamboats, or other water-craft whatever, arriving at 
or departing from the city; 

15. To license and tax wharfingers; 
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16. To provide for the establishment of market-houses 
and places, and to regulate the location and management 
of market-houses, places and slaughter-houses; 

17. To provide for the erection of a city jail, house of 
correction, and work-house, and the government and man- 
agement of the same; - 


18. To regulate the storage of gunpowder, tar, pitch, 
rosin, and all other combustible materials, and the use of 
candles, lamps, and other lights in stores, shops, stables, 
_and other places; to suppress, remove and secure any fire- 
place, stove, chimney, oven, or boiler, or other apparatus 
which may be dangerous in causing fires, and to prevent 
by all possible and proper means, danger or risk of injury 
or damage by fire arising from carelessness, negligence, or 
otherwise; 


“19. To prevent, restrain, and punish any riot, noise dis- 
turbance, or disorderly assemblage, or any unlawful or in- 
decent practice, in any street, house, or place, in the city; 

20, To establish and regulate the fees and compensa- 
tion of all officers of this municipal corporation, except 
when otherwise provided; 

21, To provide for the punishment of a violation of 
any ordinance of the city, by tine or imprisonment, not ex- 
ceeding one hundred dollars, or twenty days, or both, or 
by forfeiture, or penalty, not exceeding five hundred dol- 
Jars, and for working any person sentenced to such impris- 
onment during the term thereof ;

29. To regulate the erection and repair of private 
wharves and docks, and to fix the rate of wharfage and 
dockage thereof; 


80. To exercise such power and authority as may be 
given to the council elsewhere in this Act; 


51. To provide for the working of the county road tax, 
within the limits of the city, upon the streets and public 
crossways thereof, under the supervision-of the superin- 
tendent of streets, and said superintendent shall haye power 
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to enforce the performance of such’ road tax after the man- 
ner provided by law for county road supervisors; 


82. To tax, regulate, or prohibit animals from runring 
at large within the limits of said city. 


Sec, 39. The power and authority givento the council 
by section 38 can only be enforced or exercised by ordi- 
nance, unless otherwise provided; and a majority of the 
council may pass any ordinance or make any by-law, not 
repugnant to the laws of the United States or of this State, 
necessary or convenient for carrying such power and au- 
thority, or any part thereof, into effect, or as may be nec- 
essary to secure the peace and good order of the city, and. 
the health of its inhabitants. 


CHAPTER VI. 
The Mayor, his Power and Duties. 


Szo. 40. The mayor is the executive of the municipal 
corporation, and must exercise a careful supervision oyer 
its genera] affairs and subordinate officers. It is his duty 
annually, at the regular meeting of the council, appointed 
by this Act, to communicate by message to the council a 
general statement of the condition and affairs of this 
municipal corporation, and to recommend the adoption of 
such measures as he may deem expedient and proper, and 
to make such special communications to the council from 
time to time, as he may think useful and proper.

Upon the passage of any ordinance, the en- 
rolled copy thereof, attested by the auditor, shall be sub- 
mitted to the mayor by the auditor, and if the mayor ap- 
prove the same, he shall write upon it “approved,” with

During any temporary absence of the mayor 
from the city, or if he be unwell, or for any reason be un-

Of the Powers and Duties of the Officers of the Corporation. 


Src, 48. The treasurer is receiver of taxes, and must 
receive and keep all moneys that shall come to the city, 
by taxation or otherwise, and pay out the same upon the 
warrant of the mayor, attested by the auditor. 

Sec. 49. The treasurer must keep an account with the 
general fund, and a separate account with ,each special 
fund that may be raised for any specifie object, and 
when a warrant is drawn on any particular fund, it can 
only be paid out of such fund. 


Sec. 50. The treasurer must make a report of the re- 
ceipts and expenditures for the quarters ending the last 
day of March, June, September and December, and file 
the same with the auditor within five days from the expi- 
ration of such quarters, respectively, which reports must 
be published by the auditor, as may be prescribed by or- 
dinance. . 

Src. 51. The assessor must annually make a correct list 
ofall the property subject to taxation by the city of As- 
toria, with the valuation thereof, and certify and retarn 
the same to the auditor. 

Szo. 52, A person feeling himself aggrieved by any 
auch assessment, either in the valuation or listing of the 
property, may apply, in writing, to the council, to have 
such assessment revised, and if the council deem the same 
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"erroneous, they must correct it. The party applying for 
such correction may be examined asa witness in relation 
to the matter, if he desire it, or the council require it. 

Sec., 58. The assessment of property must be made in 
the manner prescribed by law for assessing ‘property for 
State and county taxes; but the form of the assessment 
roll, and the rule for ascertaining the ownership of prop- 
erty, and in whose name it may be assessed, may be pre-. 
scribed by ordinance, and the time of making such assess- 
ment and the return thereof, and of applying to the coun- 
cil for a revision thereof must be prescribed by ordinance. 

Sec. 54. The superintendent of streets shall keep an 
office at some convenient place, to be designated by the 
common council, which shall be kept open for business on 
all ordinary business days. He shall keep himself in- 
formed of the condition of all public streets, highways, 
bridges, sewers, street lamps, parks and grounds, and shall 
have the supervision of all work done for the improvement, 
construction and repairs thereof, whether such work be 
done by contract or by or at the the expense of the own- 
ers of the adjacent property, He shall see that the pro- 
visions of all laws, ordinances and regulations relating to 
the public streets and property herein designated, are 
strictly enforced; and no claim for work, as herein speci- 
fied, shall be allowed or paid out of the city treasury 
without the certificate of the superintendent that said 
work has been done to his satisfaction; Provided, That 
any contractor, feeling himself aggrieved by the deter- 
mination of the superintendent of streets, may appeal to 
the common council. The street superintendent shall 
keep proper records of all matters relating to the business 
of his office, and report to the common council, from time 
to time, such suggestions and recommendations, as to mat- 
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ters connected with his department, with plans and esti- 
mates of the cost of improvements, as he may deem ex- 
pedient, and perform such other duties as may be required 
of him by ordinance. He may appoint one or more dep- 
uties, who shall have all the powers and perform any or 
all the duties of the superintendent, uuder his direction, 
except the acceptance or approval of work done; the 
number of deputies and their compensation to be fixed by 
the common council. 


SECTION 55. The city attorney must attend to all 
actions, suits or proceedings in which the city is legally 
interested, and attend to the prosecution of all persons 
charged with the violation of a city ordinance, and give 
his advice and opinion in writing concerning any matter in 
which the city,is interested, when required by the mayor 
‘or council. 


Src. 56. The auditor is the accounting and clerical 
officer of the city. He is the clerk of the council, and by 
ordinance may be required to act ds clerk in the police 
court. 


Seo. 57. All demands and accounts against the city 
shall be presented to the aaditor, with the necessary evi- 
dence in support thereof, and he shall audit the same and 
report them to the council, with all convenient speed, to- 
gether with any suggestion or explanation which he may 
deem ‘proper and pertinent; Provided, that no demands 
and accounts, or either of them, of fees for extra services 
performed by any oflicers under this Act,~ shall be 
presented to or audited by the auditor; ail such de- 
mands shall be the subject of petition to the council, 
who shall allow only for such extra services as may have 
been indispensably necessary, and for which no salary is 
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allowed by law. All such petitions shall lie over from the 
meeting at which they are presented until the next reg- 
ular meeting. 

Sec. 58. When a demand or account has been re- 
ported to the council by the auditor, they must examine 
the same, if they deem it necessary, and bya vote direct 
whether the same shall be paid, or any part thereof, as 
they may deem it just and legal. d 

Sec. 59. When the council orders any demand or ac- 
count to be paid, if money has been appropriated for that 
purpose, and not otherwise, the auditor must draw a war- 
rant upon the treasurer for the amount ordered paid, which 
warrant must be drawn on the special or general fund ap- 
propriated therefor, and be signed by ue mayor and at- 
tested by the auditor. 


Sec. 60. The auditor’s name of office, whether acting 
as auditor or clerk of the council, is “auditor and clerk 
of the city of Astoria.” It is his duty, under the direc- 
tion of the council, to keep a fair and correct journal of its 
proceedings, and to file and keep all papers and books 
connected with the business of the council. He may have 
a deputy, to be appointed by him in writing, and to con- 
tinue during his pleasure. Such deputy shall‘ have the 
power to perform any act or duty required of his principal, 
and his principal is responsible for his conduct. 

Src. 61. He must issue all licenses authorized by city 
ordinance, upon delivery to him of the receipt of the 
treasurer for the amount of money required for such 
license. 


Sec, 62. The auditor must keep proper books of ac- 


count, showing therein all sums approptiated, the date 
thereof, and out of what fund, the date and amount of all 
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warrants drawn thereon, and to whom payable, and all 
such other matters and things as may be prescribed by 
ordinance, or proper and necessary to a correct understand- 
ing of the city finances. 


Sec. 68. The official books and papers of all the officers 
mentioned in this chapter, are city property, and must be 
kept as such by such officers during their continuance in 
office, and then delivered to their successors. 


Src. 64. The duties of the harbor master and surveyor 
shall be provided by ordinance, and other duties not in- 
consistent with this Act, may be required of any officer 
mentioned in this chapter by ordinance. 2 


Sec. 65. The official books and papérs of any officer 
mentioned in this chapter, may be inspected at any time 
by a committee of the council appointed for that purpose, 

“or by the mayor. 


Sec. 66. The auditor is authorized to administer any 
oath authorized or required to be taken by any law of this 
State or city ordinance. 


CHAPTER VIII. 


Of Streets, their Grade and Improvemeni. 


Sec. 67. The council has power, and is authorized, 
whenever it deems it expedient, to establish or alter the . 
grade, and improve any street or part thereof now or here- 
after laid out or established within the corporate limits of 
the city. The power and authority to improve a street 
includes the power and authority to improve the side- 
walks or pavements, and to determine and provide for 
avery thing convenient and necessary concerning such im- 
provement. The fee of all streets now within the city, re- 
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corded between high and low water of the Columbia river, 
is granted to the city, and all streets within the city lim- 
its, and at right angles to the Columbia river, are extended 
to ship channel for the use of the public, and the fee of 
the same is hereby vested in the city of Astoria, and all 
streets now constructed below ordinary’ high tide, and 
provided for in this Act, shall vest “in the city in fee, 
and shall forever remain open as thoroughfares for the use 
of the publie. 


Sec. 68. No grade or improvement mentioned in sec- 
tion 67 can be undertaken or made without ten days’ no- 
tice thereof being first given by publication in a newspa- 
per published in the city of Astoria, except as in this Act 
otherwise provided. 

Szo. 69. Such notice must be given by the auditor, by 
order of the council, and must specify, with convenient 
certainty, the street or part thereof proposed to be im- 
proved, or of which the grade is proposed to be established 
or altered, and the kind of improvement which is proposed 
to be made. 

Sed. 70. Within ten daya from the final publication of 
such notice, the owners of two-thirds of the property ad- 
jacent to such street or part thereof, as the case may be, 
may make and file with the auditor a written remon- 
strance against the proposed improvement; grade or alter- 
ation thereof, and thereupon the same shall not then be 
further proceeded in or made. 

Sec. 71. If no such remonstrance bè so made and filed, 
the council, at its earliest convenience thereafter, and 
within six months from the final publication of such no- 
tice, may establish the proposed grade or alteration there- 
of, or commence to make the proposed improvements as 
hereinafter provided. 
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Sec. 72. In the case of a notice to establish a grade or 
alteration thereof, the council, within the time limited by 
section 71, may establish the same by ordinance, as pro- 
posed in the notice. 


Suc. 73. Iu case the notice be for the improvement of 
a street or part thereof, the council may proceed to ascer- 
tain and determine the probable cost of making such im- 
provement, and assess upon each lot or part thereof, liable 
therefor, its proportionate share of such cost. 


Seo. 74. When the probable cost of the improvement 
has been ascertained and determined, and the proportion- 
ate share thereof has been assessed, as provided in section 
78, the council must declare the same by ordinance, and 
direct its clerk to enter a statement thereof in the docket 
of the city liens, as provided in the next section. 


£ 


Src. 75. The docket of city liens is a book in which 
must be entered, in pursuance of section 74, the folowing 
matters in relation to assessments for the improvement of 
streets: 

1. The number or letter of the lot assessed, and the 
number or letter of the block in which it is situated, and 
if a separate assessment is made upon a part of a lot, a 
particular designation of such part; 

2. The name of the owner thereof, or that the owner 
is unknown; . 


8. The sum assessed upon such lot or part thereof, and 
the date of the entry. 


Sec. 76, The docket of city liens is a public writing, 

-and the original or certified copies of any matter anthor- 

ized to be entered therein, are entitled to the force and 

effect thereof, and from the date of the entry therein, of

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an assessment upon a lot or part thereof, the sum so entered 
isto be deemed a tax levied and a lien thereon, which 
lien shal] have priority over all other liens or incum- 
brances thereon whatsoever. 

Sec. 77. For the purpose of ascertaining who is the 
owner of any lot or part thereof, assessed for the improve- 
ment of a street, the auditor shall take the certificate of the 
county clerk for the county of Clatsop, stating who is the 
owner thereof at the date of the ordinance making the 
assessment, as may appear from the record of deeds for 
such county, which certificate such county clerk is author- 
ized and required to give when demanded by the auditor. 


Src. 78. A sum of money assessed for the improve- 
nent of a street cannot be collected until, by order of the 
council, ten days’ notice thereof is given by the auditor, 
by publication in a newspaper published in the city of 
Astoria; such notice must substantially contain the matters 
required to be entered in the docket of city liens, concern- 
ing such assessment. 

Sec. 79. If, within five daya from the expiration of said 
ten days, as required by section 78, the sum assessed upon 
any lot, or part thereof, is not wholly paid to the city 
treasurer, aud a duplicate receipt therefor filed with the 

“auditor, the council may thereafter order a warrant for the 
collection of the same, to be issued by the auditor, direct- 
ed to the chief of police, or other person authorized to col- 

_lect delinquent taxes due the city. 


Sec. 80. Such warrant must require the person to 
whom it is directed to forthwith levy upou the lot, or part 
thereof, upon which the assessment is unpaid, and sell the 
same in the manner provided by law, and to return the 
proceeds of such sale to the city treasurer, and the war-

rant to the auditor, with his doings endorsed thereon, to- 
gether with the receipt of the city treasurer for the pro- 
ceeds of such sale as paid to him, 


Sec. 81. Such warrant shall have the force and effect 
of an execution against real property, and shall be execut- 
ed in like manner, except as in this chapter otherwise 
specially provided. 

Sec. 82. The person executing such warrant shall im- 
mediately make a deed for the property sold thereon, to 
the purchaser, stating therein that the same is made sub- 
ject to redemption, as provided in this chapter. Within 
three years from the date of such sale, the owner, or his 
successor in interest, or any person having a lien by judg- 
ment, decree, or mortgage, on the property, or any part 
thereof, separately sold, may redeem the same upon the 
‘terms and conditions provided in the next section. 

Sec, 83. Redemption is made by the payment of the 
purchase money, and twenty-tive per cent, addition, to- 
gether with interest upon the purchase money from the 
date of sale to the time of payment, at legal rate, and the 
amount of any tax which the purchaser may have paid 
upon the property. 

Sec. 84, A redemption discharges the property from 
the effects of the sale for the assessment. Ifmade by the 
owner, or his successor in interest, the estate in the prop- 
erty is thereby restored to such owner, or his successor in 
interest, as the case may be; but if made by a lien cred- 
itor, the amount paid for the redemption is thereafter to 
be deemed a part of his judgment, decree, or mortgage, 
as the case may be, and shall bear like interest, and may 
be enforced and collected as a part thereof. i 


Src. 85. Whenever a purchaser, or those claiming un- 
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der him, refuse to convey to a person entitled to redeem, 
such person may enforce a conveyance therefor by a suit 
in equity, as for a specific contract to convey real property; 
and such suit may be maintained against absent persons 
and parties, without proof of tender of the money and offer 
to redeem, if the plaintiff bring such money into court and ` 
offer then to redeem. .. 


Sec. 86. Hach lot, or part thereof, within the limits of | 
a proposed street improvement, shall be liable for the full 
cost of making the same upon the half of the street in 
front and abutting upon it. 


Sec. 87. The intersections of all streets shall be im- 
proved at the expense of the city. 

Sec. 88. A sale of real property under the provisions 
of this chapter conveys to the purchaser, subject to re~ 
demption as herein provided, all the estate or interest 
therein of the owner, whether known or unknown, to- 
gether with all the rights and appurtenances thereunto be- 
longing. 

Src. 89. When an assessment upon any lot or part 
faereof becomes delinquent, any person having a lien 
thereon by judgment, decree or mortgage, may, at any 
time before the sale of such lot or part thereof, pay the. 
same, and such payment discharges the property from the 
effect of the assessment, and the amount of auch delin- 
quent assessment, and all aecruing costs and charges, if 
any, when so paid, is thereafter to be deemed a part of 
such lien creditor's judgment, decree or mortgage, as the 
case may be, and shall bear like interest, and may be en- 
forced and collected as a part. thereof. 


Sec. 90. The council must provide by ordinance for 
the time and manner of doing the work on any proposed 
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improvement, subject only to the following restric- 
tions, viz.: After proper notice, the work must be let to 
the lowest responsible bidder, for either the whole work 
necessary to complete the proposed improvement, or for 
such subdivision thereof as will not materially conflict 
with the completion of the rémaining portions; but no bid 
for a fractional part of any class of work, chargeable to 
any, block fronting u pon the street to be improved, shall 
be received; anda bid by the owner or owners of two- 
thirds of the property in a block fronting on a street pro- 
posed to be improved must be accepted; Provided, the 
same is as low as any other bid, and that the work can be 
so subdivided without injury to the owners of adjacent 
or other property. he council may provide for 
the rejection of any or all bids, when deemed unreason- 
able, and that the bid of any person, who has before bid 
or contracted for such work, and been delinquent therein, 
shall noti be received. The council may provide for tak- 
ing security by bond for the faithful performance of any 
contract let under its authority, and the provisions thereof 
may be enforced by an action inthe name of the city of 
Astoria. 


Sec. 91. If, upon the completion of any improvement, 
it is found that the sum assessed therefor upon any lot or 
part thereof, is insufficient to defray the cost thereof, the 
council must ascertain the deficit and declare the same by 
ordinance; when so declared the auditor must enter the 
sum of the deficit in the docket of city liens, in a column 
reserved for that purpose in the original entry, with the 
date thereof, and such deficit shall thereafter be a lien 
upon such-lot or part thereof, in like manner and with like 
effect as in case of the sum originally assessed, and shall 


= 
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also be payable and may be collected in like manner and 
with like effect as in the case of such sum so assessed, 

Src. 92. If upon the completion of any improvement, 
it is found that the sum assessed therefor, upon any lot or 
part thereof, is more than sufficient to defray the cost 
thereof, the council must ascertain and déclare the surplus 
in like manner as in the case of a deficit; when so declared 
it must be entered, as in case of a deficit in the docket of 
city liens, and thereafter the person who paid such sur- 
plus, or his legal representative, is entitled to repayment 
of the same, by warrant on the city treasurer. 


Src. 93, All money paid or collected upon assessments 
for the improvement of streets shall be kept as a separate 
fund, and in no wise used for any other purpose whatever; 
all moneys so assessed, including a deficit, from the time 
of being entered in the docket of city liens, shall bear in- 
. terest at the legal rate until paid or collected. 


Sec. 94. The proceedings authorized by this chapter 
for the establishment or alteration of a grade, or the im- 
provement of a street, or part thereof, may be taken and 
had without giving the notice prescribed in section 68, 
whenever the owner or owners of two-thirds of the adja- 
cent property shall, in writing, petition the council there- 
for. . l 

Sec. 95. The council shall have power to lay down all 
necessary sewers and drains, and cause the same to be as- 
sessed on the property directly benefitted by such drain 
or sewer, but the mode of apportiomng estimated costs of 
improvement of streets, prescribed in sections 86 and 87 
of this Act, shall not apply to the construction of such 
sewers or drains, and when the council shall direct the 
same to be assessed on the property directly benefitted, 
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such expense shall, in every other respect, be assessed and 
collected in the same mariner as is provided in case of 
street improvement; Provided, that the council may, at 
its discretion; appoint three disinterested persons to esti- 
mate and determine the proportionate share of the cost 
of such sewer or drain, to be assessed to the several owners 
-of the property benefitted thereby. 


Sro. 96. The council is authorized to repair any street 
or part thereof, whenever it deems it expedient, and to 
declare, by ordinance, before doing the same, whether the 
cost thereof shall be assed upon the adjacent property, or 
be paid out of the general fund of the city. 


Sec. 97. Ifthe council declares that a proposed repair 
shall be made at the cost of the adjacent property, there- 
after the proposed repair is to be deemed an “improve- 
ment,” and shall be made accordingly, but if it declares 
that the cost of the same shall be paid out of the general 

. fund, such repairs may be made as the ordinance may 
provide, and be paid for accordingly. 

Src. 98. The cost of establishing or altering the grade 
of any street, or part thereof, shall be paid out of the gen- 
eral fund of the-city. The term “general fand,” as used 
in this chapter, includes any fund raised by special tax for 
the purpose in connection with which such term is used. 


Sec. 99. Whenever any lot, or part thereof, sold under 
the provisions of this chapter, shall bring more than the 
assessment thereon, with interest and costs, and charges of 
collection, the surplus must be paid to the treasurer, and 
the person executing the warrant must take a separate re- 
ceipt for such surplus and file it with the auditor on the 
return of the warrant. At any time thereafter the owner 

_ or his legal representative is entitled to a warrant upon the 
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treasurer for such surplus; Previded, whenever any lot, or 
part thereof, sold under the provisions of ‘this chapter, 
shall bring less than the assessment thereon, the common 
council shall supply the deficiency out of the “general 
fand,” if, in the opinion of the council, such improvement 
is necessary. <8 

Sec, 100. The deed to the purchaser must express the 
true consideration thereof, which is the amount paid by 
the purchaser, and the return of the person executing the 
warrant must specify the amount for which each lot, or 
part thereof, sold, and the name of the purchaser. 


Sec. 101. The common council of the city of Astoria 
shall have full power and authority to provide, by ordi- 
nance, for laying out, opening, extending, widening, 
straightening or closing up, in whole or in part, any street, 
square, lane or alley, within the bounds of said city, which 
in their opinion, the publie welfare or convenience may re- 
quire; , 
To provide for ascertaining whether any, and what 
amount in value of damage will be caused thereby, and 
what amount of benefit will thereby accrue to the owner 
or possessor of any ground or improvement within said 
city, for which such owner or possessor ought to be com- 
pensated, or ought to pay a compensation, and to provide 
for assessing and levying, either generally on the whole 
assessable property within said city, or~specially on the 
property or persons benefitted, the whole, or any part of 
the damages and. expenses which they shall ascertain, will 
be incurred in locating, opening, extending, widening, 
straightening, or closing up the whole or any part of any 
street, square, lane or alley in said city; 


To provide for granting appeals to the circuit court of 
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the State of Oregon for Clatsop county, from the decisions 
of any commissioners, or other persons appointed by vir- 
tue of any ordinance, to ascertain the damage which will 
be caused or the benefit which will accrue to the owners 
or possessors of ground or improvement, by locating, open- 
ing, extending, widening, straightening, or closing up, in 
whole or in part, any street, square, lane or alley, within 
said city, and for securing, to every such owner and pos- 
sessor, the right, on application within a réasonable time, 
to have decided by a jury trial, whether any damage has 
been caused, or any benefit has accrued to them, and to 
what amount; > 

To provide for collecting and paying over the amount of 
compensation adujdged to each person entitled, and to en- 
act and pass all ordinances from time to time which shall 
be deemed necessary and proper, to exercise the power 
and effect the objects above specified; Provided, never- 
theless, that before the common council of the city of As- 
toria proceed to execute ; any of the powers vested in them ` 
by this section, at least thirty days’ notice ‘shall be given 
of their intention to pass any such ordinance by advertise- 
ment in a newspaper printed and published in the city of 
Astoria; Provided further, that whenever any street or part 
of any street inthe said city, occupied or used by the track 
of any railroad company, shall require to be altered or 
widened for the convenience of public travel, and proceed- 
ings for the altering or widening the same shall have been 
taken under the provisions herein contained, it shall be 
lawful for the commissioners appointed by ordinance as 
herein provided, and whose duty it may be to make a just 
and equitable assessment of the whole amount of costs, 
damages and expenses of such altering or widening, among 
the owners of all the lands and real estate intended to be

benefited thereby, to assess such portion of said costs, 
damages and expenses upon the corporation or company 
‘owning or using said railroad track as shall to them seem 
equitable and just, and such assessment shall be a lien up- 
on any property of said corporation or company in the said 
city, and may also be enforced in the same ‘manner as the 
assessment upon such owners of Jands and real estate in- 
tended to be benefited thereby. 


Sec. 102. That before any commissioners, appointed by 
any ordinance to be passed by virtue of the provisions of 
the last section, shall proceed to the performance of their 
duty, they shall give notice, in a newspaper printed and 
published in said city, of the object of the ordinance un- 
der which they propose to act, at least ten days before the 
time of their first meeting to execute the same, 


Sec. 103. That upon the return of any assessment, to 
be made under any ordinance to be passed by virtue of 
section 101, the auditor of the city of Astoria shall cause a 
copy of said assessment to be published in a newapaper 
printed and published in the said city, and shall also enter , 
the same in the docket of city liens, as herein provided 
for street improvements. 


Sec. 104. That the time within which any appeal is 
to be made from any assessment shall be computed from 
and after the publication provided for in the preceding 
section. 


Sec. 105. All the expenses resulting from locating, 
opening, extending, widening, straightening, or closing 
up, in whole or in part, any street, square, lane, or alley, 
within said city, shall be paid out of the moneys derived 
from the assessments upon the property benefited by such 
locating, opening, extending, widening, straightening, or 
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closing up, in whole or in part, any street, square, lane, or ' 
alley, within said city; and the city of Astoria shall not 
be liable for any expense caused by the same. 


Sec. 106. The powers and provisions in this Act con- 
tained, relating to street improvements, assessments there- 
for, and sale of lands and real estate for delinquent assess- 
ments, shall, so far as the same may be applicable, govern, 
and be followed‘in all proceedings for Ipcating, opening, 
extending, widening, straightening, or closing up, in 
whole or in part, any street, square, lane, or alley, within 
said city. 

See. 107. The provisions of the general law of this 
State, relating to the taking of private property for publie 
use, shall govern and be followed in all proceedings for 
locating, opening, extending, widening, straightening, or 
closing up, in whole or in part, any street, square, lane, or 
alley, within said city, except as in this Act otherwise 
provided. 


Src. 108. The common council of the city of Astoria 
shall have the power, by ordinance, to grant a franchise 
to any person or persons, or body corporate, for using 
the streets and public ways of the city for the purpose of 
constructing and using thereon a street railway or rail- 
ways, the ordinance granting any such franchise to spec- 
ify with particularity the streets and public ways to be 
used, the provisions under which the same may be used, 
and the term for which such franchise is granted. The 
common council shall also have power to make regulations 
for the running of street cars on such railway or railways, 
and to fix the rates of passage or fare thereon. 


Sec. 109. Whenever any lot, or part thereof, is sold 
for a delinquent assessment for a street improvement, and 
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afterwards resold for a deficit in such assessment, as in this 
Act provided, to any person other than the purchaser at 
the first sale, or his successor in interest, such purchaser or 
successor, for the purpose of making redemption from the 
purchaser at such re-sale, is to be deemed an owner within 
the meaning of this Act. aoa 

Sec. 110. Whenever, the grade of any street has been 
established, the common council may authorize the owner 
or owners of any property thereon to cut down or fill up 
such street in front of such property according to such 
grade, at the expense and cost of such owner. 


Sec. 111. The authority mentioned in the last section 
cannot be given after an assessment has been made for the 
improvement of the street in front of such property, and 
in giving such authority the council may impose such 
terms and conditions thereon as may be necessary to se- 
cure the deposit of excavations upon any part of such 
street as may require to be filled up. 


CHAPTER IX. 
Of the Collection of Delinquent Taxes. 


Sec. 112. Whenever any general or special tax has 
been levied, as provided and authorized in section 38, 
every purt thereof shall bear interest at the legal rate, 
from the time it is due and payable until paid or collected. 

Sec. 113. The council must provide by ordinance with- 
in what time all taxes, levied as provided and authorized 
in section 38, may be paid to the treasurer, and all taxes 
not paid to the treasurer within such time are thereafter 
delinquent taxes, and must be collected as such. 


Sec, 114. Within five days from the expiration of the 
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time limited for paying taxes to the treasurer, the treas- 
urer must return the tax roll to the council, distinguishing 
thereon the taxes paid and those remaining unpaid. 


Suc. 115. The council must thereafter order the aud- 
itor to deliver the tax roll to the chief of police, and issue 
and annex thereto a warrant, directed to the chief of police, 
commanding him to proceed and forthwith to collect the 
delinquent taxes upon such roll, in the manner provided 
by Jaw, and pay the same to the treasurer, and return the 
warrant, with his doings thereon, and the receipt of the 
treasurer for all moneys collected thereby and paid to the 
treasurer, to the auditor. 


Src. 116. Such warrant for the purpose of ¢ollecting 
such delinquent taxes, shall be deemed an execution 
against property, and shall have the force and effect there- 
of against any person, firm or corporation against whom 
such taxes are levied or charged on the tax roll, and shall 
be executed and returned in like manner, except as in 
this chapter otherwise provided. 


Src. 117. Ifno personal property be found whereon to 
levy the warrant, or if that levied upon be not sufficient to 
satisfy the same, it must be levied on any real property of 
the person, firm or corporation against whom the tax is 
levied or charged, or sufficient thereof to satisfy such war- 
rant, including interest, fees of officers, and all expenses of 
sale and executing the warrant.

Szo. 118. In case of a delinquent tax levied upon real 
property in the name of an owner unknown, the warrant 
shall be executed by levying upon each lot or part there- 
of of such property, for the tax levied thereon, and is 
it separately. 


Sec. 119. All taxes heretofore levied by the municipal 
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corporation of Astoria, and remaining unpaid or delin- 
quent, may, by order of the council, be collected from the 
person, firm or corporation, whether known or unknown, 
against whom the same was charged or levied, by warrant, 
in the manner and with the effect provided in this chap- 
ter for the collection of delinquent taxes. 

Sec. 120. When real property is sold for delinquent 
taxes, the person executing the warrant must immediately 
make a deed for such property to the purchaser, stating 
therein that the same is made subject to redemption, as 
provided by law, and such sale shall have the-effect pre- 
seribed in section 88. 

Sec. 121. Real property sold for delinquent taxes, as 
provided in this chapter, may be redeemed by the owner 
or his successor in interest, or by any person having a lien 
by judgment, decree or mortgage on such property, or any 
part thereof separately sold, within three years from the 
date of the deed therefor, and upon the terms and condi- 
tions, and with the effect provided in chapter viii. of this 
Act, in the case of sales of real property for delinquent as- 
sessments, for the improvement of streets, and such delin- - 
quent tax may be paid by such lien creditor, in the same 
manner and with like eftect as a delinquent assessment, as 
provided in section 89. 


Sec. 122. Whenever any property, real or personal, 
sold for delinquent taxes, shall bring more than the amount 
of such taxes, with interest and costs and charges of col- 
lection, the surplus must be paid to the treasurer, and the 
person executing the warrant must take a separate receipt 
for such surplus, and file the same with the auditor on the 
return of the warrant. At any time thereafter, the owner 
of the property sold, or his legal representative, is entitled 
to a warrant upon the treasurer for such surplus.

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Src. 123. Section 100 shall apply to the sale of real 
property for delinquent taxes, and in case of the sale of 
personal property for such taxes, the true consideration 
thereof shall in like manner be expressed in the bill of 
sale therefor, and the return of the person executing the 
warrant must specify such consideration and the name of 
the purchaser. 


Suc. 124. The council may provide, by ordinance, 
within what time a warrant for the collection of delin- 
quent taxes must be returned, and may order an alias 
warrant to issue for the collection of any such taxes not 
made on a previous one. All costs and charges for col- 
lecting delinquent taxes must be made on the warrant, 


and collected as a part of the tax. The council may pre- ` 


scribe, by ordinance, the fees and compensation for col- 
decting delinquent taxes, but the same shallin no case 
be paid out of the treasury. 

Src. 125. All property subject to levy upon execution 
is subject to levy upon a warrant for thé collection of de- 
linguent taxes, and also all property subject- to assessment 
for taxation as provided in section 88, whether the same 
be exempt from execution or not. 


CHAPTER X. 
The Police Judge, his Powers and Duties. 


a . | 

Sec. 126. The police judge is the judicial officer of the 
corporation, and shall hold a court therein, at such place 
as the council shall provide, which shall be known as the 
police court, and shall be appointed and hold his office as 
in this Act hereinbefore provided. 


Bec. 127. The term of the first police judge appointed 
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under this Act shall commence the day after his appoint- 
ment. The office of police judge shall be deemed vacant 
whenever he shall be absent from the city for a period of 
more than ten days without the consent of the council first 
had and obtained, except in case of sickness, or whenever 
the person appointed thereto shal] fail to qualify, as in this 
Act provided. In the absence of the police judge, the 
mayor may preside over the police court in all matters re- 
lating to a violation of any city ordinance. 


Sec. 128. The police judge has jurisdiction of all mis- 
demeanors defined by an ordinance of the city of Astoria, 
and of all actions brought to enforce or recover any for- 
feiture or penalty declared or given by any such ordi- 
nance. 

Src. 129. The police judge has the jurisdiction and au- 
thority of a justice of the peace, within the limits of the 
city of Astoria, in both civil and ‘criminal matters, and 
shall be subject to all general laws of the State prescrib- . 
ipg the duties of a justice of the peace, and the mode of 
performing them. i 


Src. 180. Al civil and criminal proceedings before the 
police judge, or in the police court, including all proceed- 
ings for the violation of any city ordinance, are governed 
and regulated by the general laws of the State, applicable 
to justices of the peace, or justices courts, in like or simi- 
lar cases; but in a proceeding for the violation of a city 
orditiance, the trial shall be without a jury, unless the de- 
fendant, on demanding a jury, shall pay into court a sum 
sufficient to pay the expense of such jury. 


Src. 181. The police judge shall make out and report 
to the council a monthly statement of the business trans- 
acted before him, whether sitting as a police judge or a 
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justice of the peace, and the amount of money received or 
collected on account thereof. 


Sec. 132. The council shall by ordinance regulate the 
manner of compensating the police judge for his services; 
Provided, that in the event of the council providing a sal- 
ary for such officer, costs, fees and expenses taxed against ` 
or received from any defendant in a criminal proceeding 
before the police judge, either for the violation of a city 
ordinance or a law of the State, shall, when received or 
collected, be paid by said judge to the city treasurer, who 
shall give him duplicate receipts therefor, one of which 
shall be filed with the auditor. 


Sec. 183. All fines imposed by said judge, and penal- 
ties recovered berore him, fora violation of a city ordi- 
nance, shall, when received or collected, be paid by said 
Judge to- the city treasurer, who shall give duplicate re- 
ceipts therefor, one of which shall be filed with the aud- 
itor. All fines and penalties fora violation of a State 
law shall be disposed of by said judge as provided by the 
general law of the State. 


Sec. 184. All actions and proceedings pending in the 
recorder’s court of the town of Astoria, on the taking 
effect of this Act, shall thereafter be proceeded in, in 
criminal matters or cases, according to the provisions of 
this Act, or of any ordinance applicable thereto, and con- 
tinued in force by this Act. In all actions and proceed- 
ings in civil matters, before the recorder, acting as a jus- 
tice of the peace, pending on said taking effect of this 
Act, shall thereafter be continued and tried by the police 
judge as if commenced before him.

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CHAPTER XI. 
Of the Police Force. 


Sec. 135. The common council have power, and it is 
, their duty to organize, govern and conduci a police force 
in the city limits, and to-that end may— : 


1. Appoint a chief of police, and if needed, one or 
more captains of police. 

2. Appoint regular and special policemen, and a keeper 
of the city prison. 


8. Remove or suspend any member of the police, in- 
cluding the chief and captains, for any cause which they 
may deem sutficient, to be stated in the order of removal 
or suspension. 3 

4. Make all necessary and convenient rales and regu- 
lations for the organization and conduct of said police 
force, for the care and management of the city prison, for 
receiving and hearing complaints against any member of 
said force, for the removal or suspension of any member of 
such force, and for the forfeiture of all, or any portion of 
the wages that may be due any member of such force on ac- 
count of misconduct, or maha in the discharge of his 
duties. 


Sec. 136. The council shall, by ordinance, fix the salary 
of the chief of police, and all members of the police force. 


Sec. 187. The chiefof police is a peace officer, and 
must execute all process issued by the police judge, or di- 
rected to him by any magistrate of this State. He may 
make arrests for a breach of the peace, or commission of a 
crime within the limits of the city, with or without a war- 
rant, as a peace officer may do under the laws of the State. 
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He must exercise a vigilant control over the peace and 
quiet of the city. He is the keeper of the city prison or 
house of correction, unless otherwise prescribed by the 
council. He must collect all delinquent taxes and assess- 
ments, when required by warrant, and pay the same to the 
city treasurer monthly. He must attend regularly upon 
the sittings of the police court, and the meetings of the 
common council. He shall have control over the captains 
and all policemen when they are: upon duty, and shall see 
that the city ordinances, and the rules, orders and regala- 
tions of the common council are observed and enforced. 
He may suspend any eaptain or policeman for negligence 
or violation of duty until the case shall be examined into 
and determined by the council. Before entering upon the 
duties of his office, he shall file a bond in such sum as the 
-council may require, and subscribe and.take an oath that 
- he will faithfolly perform the duties of chief of police and 
tax collector during his continuance in office, and will ac- 
count for, and pay over all moneys that may come into 
his hands by virtue of his office. 


Sec. 188. The chief of police shall receive and collect 
the same fees for the collection of taxes and assessments 
as are allowed by law, or as may be provided by ordi- 
nance, which fees he shall pay to the city treasurer, taking 
duplicate receipts therefor, one of which shall be filed 
with the auditor. The fees earned, received and collected 
by the chief of police or any member of the police force 
in the police court in proceedings for a violation of a city 
ordinance, or a crime against a State law, shall be disposed 
of in a similar manner. 


Sxc. 139. The captains of police and policemen shall 
possess the same power and authority as the chief of police 
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in making arrests and serving process; they must exercise 
a vigilant control over the peace and quiet of the city; 
every policeman shall, before entering upon his duties, 
take and subscribe an oath that he will faithfully perform 
his duty for which he is appointed. 


CHAPTER XIL 
Mis€&llaneous Provisions. 


Sze. 140. The city of Astoria is not bound by any con- 
tract, or in any way liable thereon, unless the same is au- 
thorized by city ordinance, and made in writing, and by 
order of the council, signed by the auditor or some other 
person on behalf of the city. But an ordinance may au- 
thorize any officer or agent of the city, naming him, to 
bind the city, without a contract in writing, for the pay- 
ment of any sum of money not exceeding one hundred 
dollars. 


Sec. 141. The city of Astoria is not liable to any one 
for any loss or injury to person or property growing out of 
any casualty or accident happening to such person or 
property on account of the condition of any street or public 
ground therein; but this section does not exonerate any 
officer of the city of Astoria, or any other person, from 
such liability, when such casualty or accident is caused by 
the willfal neglect of a duty enjoined upon such officer or 
person by law, or by the gross negligence or willful mis- 
conduct of such officer or person in any other respect. 


Sec. 142. No money shall be drawn from the treasury 
but in pursuance of an appropriation for that purpose, 
made by ordinance, and an ordinance making an appro- 
priation of money must not contain a provision upon any 
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other subject, and if it does, such ordinance as to such pro- 
vision shall be void, and not otherwise. 


Sec. 148. <At the first election under this Act the 
councilmen from each ward shall, at the first meeting of 
the council thereafter, in such manner as the council shall 
order, draw lots to determine the duration of the terms of 
such councilmen. The lots shall be for the term of one 
year, two years, and three years, respectively, and the 
term of such members shall expire accordingly as they 
“may draw either of such lots, so that thereafter at every 
general election, except in the case of vacancies, there 
will be one councilman to elect from each ward for the 
term of three years. The proceedings connected with 
drawing such lots shall be substantially entered in the 
journal of the council. 


= Sec. 144. When an additional ward is created by the 
council, the three councilmen from such ward shall, at the 
first election therefur, be elected for the terms of one, two 
and three years, respectively, and the voting and returns 
thereof shall take place and be made accordingly. 

Sec. 145, The first election under this Act shall be held 
on the second Wednesday of December, 1877. The re- 
turns of such first election shall be made to the recorder 
then in office, in all respects as this Act elsewhere directs 
them to be made to the auditor, and such recorder shall 
canvass the same, and issue certificates of election, in all 
respects as such auditor is elsewhere required to do by 
this Act. 


Sro. 146. A member of the council, for words uttered 
in debate therein, shall not be question@d in any other 
place. 


Sec. 147. The present mayor and council of the town 
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of Astoria, and all officers of the said town, shall contione 

in office until the first Monday of January, 1878, when the 

mayor and common council elected under this Act shall 

take their offices, and enter upon the discharge of their 

duties. Fromand after this Act taking effect, and until said 

first Monday of January, 1878, such mayor and council of 
the town of Astoria shall perform the duties and exercise 

the powers, and be subject to the restrictions provided in 

this Act for such mayor and council. During such time 

the present recorder of said town shall act and be known 
as, and perform the duties of auditor and police judge; the 
town marshal shall act and be known as, and perform the 
duties of chief of police; the street commissioner shall act 

and be known as, and perform the duties of superintendent 

of streets; the treasurer and attorney shall continue to fill 

such offices, aud the council shall proceed to fill, by ap- 
pointment, as in this act provided, vacancies in other 
offices created by this Act. Al such officers shall perform 

the duties and exercise the powers and be subject to the 

restrictions provided in this Act for such officers, The 

present council shall provide for the holding of the first 

election under this Act, and cause the proper notices 
thereof to be given. 

Src. 148. When this Act takes effect, the books, re- 
cords and papers of the recorder’s court shall become the 
books, records and papers of the police court, and the 
books, records and papers of the marshal’s office, shal] be- 
come the books, records and papers of the chief of police’s 
office. The police judge and chief of police shall continue 
to act in all matters pending, with the same powers and 
with the same effect as the recorder and marshal. 


Sec. 149. All ordinances now in force, wherein it is 
provided for their enforcement by the recorder or marshal, 
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shall be executed and enforced by the police judge and 


chief of police, until altered, amended or repealed by the 
common council. - 


Sse. 150. No suit, action or proceeding before the re- 
corder of the town of Astoria, now pending, shall abate by 
_ virtue of the provisions of this Act, and no proceedings for 
the collection of taxes and sale of property shall be affect- 
ed by this Act, but the present marshal shall turn over all 
warrants, books and papers belonging to his office to the 
chief of police, and he shall proceed to enforce the same, 

and discharge the duties now imposed upon the marshal 
~ by virtue thereof, as though this Act had not been passed. 


Sec. 151. The fiscal year of the city shall commence 
‘on the first day of January, and end on the last day of De- 
cember, of each year, and during any such year, the rates 
-of general and special taxes levied must not exceed, in the 
aggregate, one and a half per centum. 


Bsc. 152. The indebtedness of the city of Astoria 
shall never exceed, in the aggregate, the sum of fifty thou- 
sand dollars, and any debt orliability incurred in violation 
of this section, except as may be hereafter provided, 
whether by borrowing money, loaning the credit of the 
city, or otherwise, is null and void, and of no effect. 


Sec. 153, In any action, suit or proceeding in any 
court, concerning any assessment of property or levy of 
taxes, authorized by this Act, or the collection of any 
such tax, or proceeding consequent thereon, such assess- 
ment, levy, consequent proceeding, and all proceedings 
connected therewith, shall be presumed to be regular and 
duly done or taken, until the contrary is shown; and when 
any proceeding, matter or thing is by this Act committed 
or lett to the discretion or judgment of the council, such 
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discretion or judgment, when exercised or declared, is 
final, and cannot be called in question elsewhere. 


Sec. 154. In making a deed for real property sold for 
delinquent taxes, or a delinquent assessment for the im- 
provement of a street, it is not necessary to recite or set 
forth the proceedings prior to the sale, but‘it is sufficient 
it substantially appear from such deed that the property 
was sold by virtue of a warrant from the city of Astoria, 
and the date thereof, for a delinquent assessment or 
tax, and the amount thereof, together with the date of 
sale and the amount bid thereat by the purchaser, The 
style of a warrant for the collection of delinquent assess- 
ments or taxes shall be, “In the name of the City of As- 
toria.” 

Sec. 155. The mayor and councilmen are not entitled 
to, and must not receive any salary or compensation for 
their official services, nor shall they, or any of them, bein 
any manner interested In any contract made with or on 
behalf of the city during their term of office. 

Src. 156, Real property, when sold for or to satisfy 
a delinquent assessment or tax, must be sold for United 
States gold or silver coin, and not otherwise; and any one 
applying or seeking to redeem property so sold as in this 
Act provided, must pay or offer to pay the sum necessary 
therefor in such coin, and not otherwise. 

Sec. 157. All real property within the limits of the 
city of Astoria not laid off in blocks and lots at the time 
of making any assessment authorized by this Act must be 
assessed at its cash value per acre, or fraction thereof, as 
the case may be. 

Sec. 158. All town ordinances heretofore passed by the 
municipal authorities of the town of the town of Astoria, 
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in force when this Act takes effect, shall be and remain in 
full force after this Act takes effect, and thereafter until 
repealed by the council; all rights vested or liabilities ìn- 
curred under either the Act of incorporation of the town 
of Astoria or the amendatory Act thereof, or auy town 
ordinance, when this Act takes effect, shall not thereby be 
lost, impaired or discharged. 

Src. 159. The council, as soon as pinaticabla after this 
Act takes effect, must provide by ordinance for the cod- 
ifying and publishing in book or pamphlet form, of all 
ordinances, or parts thereof, then in full force, amd for the 
publishing in like form annually thereafter the city ordi- 
nances for the current year. 

Sec. 160. The Act entitled, “an Act to incorporate the 
town of Astoria,’ passed the House of Representatives 
January 17, 1856, and passed the council January 18, 
1856, and also the Act amendatory thereof entitled, “an 
Act to amend an Act entitled an Act to incorporate the 
town of Astoria,” passed January 18, 1856, approved Oec- 
tober 29, 1872, are hereby repealed. 

Sec. 161. Inasmuch as the present municipal govern- 
ment of the town of Astoria is inefficient, and does not 
subserve the interests of the inhabitants thereof, this Act 
shall take effect and be in full force from and after its ap- 
proval by the Governor. 

Approved October 20, 1876. 


AN ACT to amend an Act entitled “An Act to incorporate the town of 
; Marshfield,” 


Be it enacted by the Legislative Temi of the State of 
Oregon: 


Secrton 1. That section 10 of the Act incorporating 
21 
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the town of Marshfield, Coos county, approved October 
24, 1874, be amended so as to read as follows: 

Sec. 10. Any person shall be entitled to vote at any 
election held under the provisions of this Act, who is a 
qualified voter in this State, who has been a bona fide res- 
ident of said city ninety days next preceding any city 
election held under the provisions of this Act, or the Act 
to which this is an amendment. 


Sec. 2. Whereas, as a city election will be held within 
said city before the expiration of ninety~ days, this Act 
shall take effect and be in force from and after it approval 
by the Governor. 


Approved October 14, 1876. 


AN ACT relating to the Re-location of the County Seat of Polk County. 


Be il enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the State of 

Oregon : 

Section 1. That at the next general election held after 
this Act shall take effect, in the county of Polk, State of 
Oregon, the legal voters of Polk county may vote upon the 
question of re-locating the county seat of said Polk county. 
The poll books for said election shall be so ruled and pre- 
pared as to provide a sufficient number of columns for re- 
cording and counting all the votes cast for re-locating the 
county seat of said Polk county. 


Sec. 2, Each voter voting upon the question of re- 
locating the county seat, shall have written or printed 
upon his ballot the name of the place for which he votes 
for county seat, and the place receiving a majority of ali 
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the legal votes cast for county seat shall be the permanent 
county seat of said county of Polk until otherwise pro- 
vided by law. 

Sec. 3. If no one of the places voted for for county 

seat shall receive a majority of-all the legal votes cast for 
county seat at said election, then, at the next general elec- 
tion, the two places receiving the highest number of votes 
shall be voted upon, and the county clerk shall prepare 
and rule the poll books for said election so as to provide 
a column for recording and counting the votes for each of 
the places voted upon, and the one of the places, so voted: 
upon, receiving the highest number of legal votes cast for 
county seat at said election shall be the permanent county 
seat of said county of Polk until otherwise provided by 
law. 
7 Suc. 4. That any legal voter of said Polk county may 
vote upon the question of re-locating the county seat, as 
provided by this Act, in any election precinct in the 
county. 


Approved October 20, 1876.

AN ACT to lacate the County Seat of Tillamook ee 
Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the State of 

Oregon : i : 

That at the general election in 1878, the question of the 
location [of a county seat] of Tillamook county shall be 
submitted to the legal voters of said county; and the place, 
if any, which shall receive a majority of all the votes cast 
for the county seat, at said election, shall be the perma- 


- 
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‘nent county seat of the said county, but if no one place 
- shall receive a majority of all the votes cast, the question 
shall be again submitted to the legal voters of said county, 
between the two places having the highest number of 
votes at said election, and the place receiving the highest 
number of votes at said election, shall be the peoeacnt 
county seat of said county. 


Suc. 2. The county commissoiners of said county, shall 
have made a separate ballot box for each, precinct, labeled 
“county seat ballot box,” and the votes for the county seat 
shall be in ballots separate from the ballota forthe officers, 
and the same shall be deposited in the above described 
ballot boxes by the judges of said election, and an abstract 
made of them similar [to] those for an officer.

AN ACT to Change the Location of the County Seat of Josephine County.

Secrron 1. That at the next Seien election held in 
the county of Josephine and State of Oregon, it shall be 
the duty of the county clerk of said county of Josephine 
to put in nomination the towns of Kerbyville and Wilder- 
ville, to be voted upon at said election, for the county seat 
of said county. 

Sze. 2. The votes cast for each of said places shall be 
correctly kept, and counted as in other eases of election,, 
and the place receiving a majority of all the votes cast” 
shall be declared the county seat of said county.

AN ACT to incorporate the town of McMinnville, in the county of Yam. 
hill, State of Oregon. 


Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of ihe State of 
Oregon : 


Sxction 1. That thie inhabitants of the town of Me- 
Minnville, in Yamhill county, are hereby created a body 
cerporate, with perpetual succession, by the name of the 
town of McMinnville. They shall have a common seal, 
may sue and be sued, may acquire and hold real and per- 
sonal property, within the limits of said town, for any pub- 
lic, educational or charitable purposes, and shall possess all 
the rights and powers incidentalto municipal corporations. 

Sec, 2. That the limits of said town shall be as follows: 
Commencing at a point on the Yamhill river two rods 
east of the steam grist mill, thence north and west, in- 
cluding the mill blocks and the blocks belonging to Neil 
Johnson, to K street; thence north along K street, to a 
point 200 feet north of K street; thence west to Johns’ 
addition to G street; thence north along G street, to Ash 
street; thence west on the line of Ash street, to Taylor's 
west line; thence south on Taylor’s west line, to the mill 
ditch, known as the Newby ditch; thence down said ditch 
to a point where it crosses a natural stream, running in- a 
southerly direction; thence, down said stream to Cozine 
ereek; thence down said Cozine creek to the Yamhill 
river; thence down the Yamhill river, in a northerly di- 
rection, to place of beginning. 

Sxc. 8. That the officers of the town shall be a board 
of five trustees, a recorderand marshal, who shall be legal 

' voters and actual residents of the town during the six 
months next preceding the election. The legislative 
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powers are vested in the board of trustees, who may enact 
all the ordinances necessary and proper for the due execu- 
tion of the powers herein granted. The judicial powers 
are vested in the recorder, who shall, by virtue of his of 
tice, be a justice of the peace, and shall haye exclusive 
original jurisdiction of all cases and matters arising under 
the ordinances of the town, and shall act as clerk of the 
board of trustees. The marshal shall be the executive 
officer of the town, a constable and conservator of the peace, 
and he shall arrest and bring before the recorder for trial, 
on complaint or otherwise, all offenders against the laws 
of the State or ordinances of the town, and perform 
- all such duties as the board of trustees shall pre- 
scribe. The board of trustees may appoint a treasurer, 
who shall give bonds in such sum;and with such surety as 
the board may require, and other subordinate officers and 
agents, and fill all vacancies in office. 


Sec. 4. That all officers shall be elected by the quali- 
fied voters of the town annually on the first Monday in 
November, ant [and] the election shall be conducted in 
accordance with the general Jaws of the State, except 
as herein otherwise provided. The first election under 
this act shall be held on the second Monday of November, 
1876, at such place in the ‘town of McMinnville as shall 
be designated by the inspectors of election, in the notice 
announcing such election, and the polls shall in all elec- 
tions be kept open from 10 o’cloek a. m. till 12 o'clock 
m, and from 1 o’clock p. m. till four o'clock p.m. The 
inspectors of the first election shall be Henry Warren, H. 
V. V. Johnson and G. H. Burns, who shall cause five days’ 
previous notice of such election to be posted in three con- 
spicuous places in the town, and shall give certificates of * 
election to the successful candidates, and shall give the 
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poll books to the recorder elect. The board of trustees 
shall appoint inspectors of subsequent elections, and the 
places of holding the same, and cause ten days’ notice to 
be posted in three conspicuous places in the town, and re- 
ceive the returns and declare the result, and the president 
and recorder shall give certificates of election to the offi- 
cers elect. 


Beo. 5. That the board f trustees shall elect one of 

their number president, keep a record of their proceed- 
ings, meet at least once each month, and at such other 
times as the president shall appoint; Provided, "that no 
one shall be eligible to the office of trustee who is not, at 
the time of his election, an owner of real estate within the 
corporate limits of the town. They shall judge of the 
qualifications and election of their own members, and de- 
cide contested elections of all town officers. They shall 
have power within the town to levy and collect taxes, not 
exceeding four mills on the dollar per annum, also to levy 
a poll tax of not less than ove dollar or more thau two on 
the male citizens of the town over the age of 21 years and 
under the age of fifty years; 

To license, tax, regulate, restrain and prohibit theatri- 
cals and other exhibitions, shows, and amusements, and 
houses for the sale of intoxicating liquors, ale and beer; 
but such taxes shall not be less thaa are prescribed by the 
general laws; 

To provide against fires, nuisances, disorderly behavior, 
and disturbances of the peace, and also to prohibit bawdy 
houses, gaming and gambling houses; 

To provide for the construction and repair or streets, 
highways, bridges and sidewalks, and for the cleanliness 
of the same, and of ditches, drains and sewers; 
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Ta regulate or prevent the running at Jarge of animals, 
and the discharge of fire arms in said town. 

Sec. 6. The board of trustees shall have exclusive con- 
trol of all licenses, and that no part thereof shall’ go to the 
county; And provided further, that any person having paid 
a tax or license herein provided for to the town, sball be 
exempt from paying any tax or license to the county for 
the purposes for which the same shall have been granted 
by said town. 


Src.7. That the enacting clause of every ordinance 
shall be “the people of the town of McMinville do ordain 
as follows,” and every ordinance to be valid, must receive 
the aflirmative vote of three trustees, whose names must be 
entered in the journal. 


Sec. 8. That all claims against the town must be 
audited by the board of trustees, and paid on the order of 
the president, countersigned by the recorder. 

Sec. 9. That the term of office shall commence on the 
day following the election, but all officers shall serve antil 
their successors are sworn into office. The trustees shall 
receive no compensation; the recorder shall receive the 
fees of a justice of the peace, and the marshal the fees of a 
constable, for like services. 


Sec. 10. That the town shall never borrow money, 
contract debts or loan its credit toa greater amount than 
two hundred dollars. 


Src. 11. That the board of trustees shall keep a lock- 
up for persons arrested or sentenced under any of the ordi- 
nances of the town or of the general laws; Provided further, 
that all fines made by the violation of any ordinance, shall 
not exceed one hundred dollars, nor imprisonment for 
more than twenty days. 
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Seo, 12. Thatthe board of trustees shall have no power 
to lay out-or open streets [on] the lands of W. T. Newby or 
John Sax, lying on the outside of the original town plat of 
the town of McMinnville, except those already given by 
them to the town and county. 


Szo. 18, That no member of the hoard of trustees shall, 
during the period for which he is elected, be interested in 
any contract, the expenses of which are to be paid out of 
the town treasury. i 

So. 14. Inasmuch as there is great need of local mu- 
nicipal government, this Act shall take effect and be in 
force from and after its approval by the Governor.

. To the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States of America, in Congress assembled: 


Your memorialists, the Legislative Assembly of the 
State of Oregon, most respectfully represent that the Co- 
lumbia river, forming the boundary in part between the 
State of Oregon and the Territory of Washington, and 
draining the Territories of Idaho, Utah and Montana west 
of the Rocky mountains, ranks among the rivers of the 
United States next in importance to the Micsissip- 
pi, and is the largest river flowing into the Pa- 
cific ocean from the American continent, its tribu- 


taries watering about 220,000 square miles of terri . 


tory; that the Columbia is the only river in the United 
States admitting deep sea-going vessels aud ocean steamers 
one hundred miles into the interior from its mouth; that 
the channel of this river affords first class facilities for the 
navigatiou of river steamers of large size, and for barge 
transportation for the distance of five hundred miles or 
more, obstructed only by two principal rapids and x} few 
reefs and rocks, removable by ordinary engiueering. The 
rapids ut the Cascades of the Columbia river have already 
been surveyed, favorably reported upon by the military 
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engineers, and an appropriation has been mude of $90,- 
000 for beginning the construction of canal and locks to 
overcome the obstructions of the rapids at said point. 
And surveys of the rapids called The Dalles have been 
made and favorably reported unon as feasible for improve- 
ment for canal and locks at a limited expense, in compari- 
son with the great commercial advantages which will re- 
sult from such improvement. Thatthe commerce already 
developed on said river is quite important, and every year 
increasing at a rapid rate. A very great extent of coun- 
try bordering upon the Upper Columbia river is adapted 
for the growth of the cereals in the highest perfection, 
and no undeveloped region of our country offers better 
advantages to agricultural settlers than this region. The 
great problem to be solved in opening this country to 
early settlement and great productiveness is cheap trans- ` 
portation to the sea of the great future agricultural ex- 
ports which will follow the occupancy of this country. 
The Columbia river, when cleared of obstructions and 
opened to free navigation, will furnish the channel for this 
cheap transportation. Your memorialists therefore pray, 
in the interest of the future development of this country, 
as well as in the interest of the general commerce of the 
United States, that Congress grant liberal appropriations 
for the opening and free navigation of the great. Columbia 
river.

this increase of price and reduction.of quantity, a great in- 
justice is done to the citizens who desire to become pre- 
emptors and homestead settlers upon said public lands;

railroad belt is of the character known as grazing lands, 
which cannot be profitably purchased at $2 50 per acre, 
nor profitably occupied in quantities limited to 80 acres, 
therefore the sales of said public lands are retarded and 
the country remains unsettled, to the injury of both the 
United States andthe State of Oregon. And yourmemori- 
alists farther represent, for the reasons above-stated the 
State is embarrassed in making selections of the public 
Jand to which she is entitled under the various acts of 
Congress, inasmuch as by said acts she is required to ac- 
cept one-half the quantity of lands to which she is entitled, 
if selected within said railroad belt. We therefore pray 
your honorable body to so amend or modify the several 
acts referred to above, as to authorize the sale of said 
lands at the usual minimum rate, and in quantities of a 
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quarter section to any settler, and that the State may beal- 
, lowed to select the lands granted her by the several acts 
of Congress at the minimum price of $1 25 peracre. And

This river drains a section of cout 
soil and timber, and embraces an area of over nin 
dred square miles, The timber lands comprise a larg 
portion of this region of country. There are forests of 
excellent and valuable growths of fir, cedar, myrtle and 
other varieties. This timber isthe foundation of an im- 
mense export trade, and could be shipped at little cost if 


[ou 
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the improvements on the river herein asked for were 
made. The ordinary tides of the Coquille river ebb and — 
flow for forty miles, thus affording suflicient water, if 
properly controlled, for the commercial uses of the coun- 
try. The entrance, or mouth of this river, is obstructed 
by numerous large rocks, which render it extremely dan- 
gerous to water cratt or vessels crossing the bar and enter- 
ing the river, These difficulties and hindrances to free 
navigation create delays and prevent cempetition with 
other parts, and but little trade is carried on in proportion 
to what should be, and ruinous freights and an undevel- 
oped country are the result. Jf these improvements were 
made, a channel would be opened of fourteen feet deep at 
all seasons of the year. Freight from this river now to 
San Francisco is $15 00 per thousand feet lumber, while 
from Coos bay and Umpqua river, freight is $6 00 per 
thousand feet, making more than double freight to be paid 
by shippers on the Coguille river. These ports are all 
near to each other, and carry on the same trade. Im- 
provements along the river are being made of a substantial 
character. Four saw mills of large capacity, cutting forty 
thousand feet per day, are in successful operation. Gold 
mines are being developed with great profit near the en- 
trance of this river. These enterprises have engaged a 
capital of over ($200,000) two hundred thousand dollars. 
With these much needed and indispensable improvements, 
the population of Coos county will be more than doubled 
within-two years after completion, by settling up unoccu- 
pied government land, This will afford an income to the 
geveral government, in the payment of these lands, in an 
amount greater than the appropriations asked for. Where- 
fore your memorialists pray that ($100,000) one hundred 
thousand dollars be appropriated for improving the chan- 
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nel and harbor of the Coquille river. Your memorialists 
will ever pray.

House Joint Memorial No. 2. 


To the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
« States of America: 

Your memorialists, the Legislative Assembly of the 
State of Oregon, most resyleetfully represent that there is 
no harbor or place of refuge for ocean vessels on the Ore- 

. gon coast, south of Astoria, on the Columbia river. Dur- 
ing the winter months no part of the ocean is more peril- 
ous or dangerous to our commerce than this part of the 
Pacific coast. Vessels caught in the terrible gales and 
storms which prevail here for a portion of the year, are 
driven about, cast ashore, capsized, or torn to pieces, 
thereby eadangering the lives of many persons, and caus- 
ing great destruction to property. These vessels, this 
property, and these valuable lives could have been saved 
had there been a port of refuge in which the vessels could 
have ridden out the storm in safety. The great loss of 
life and property caused by the destructive gales, for years 
past, tell us plainly that we should have protection for our 
commerce from the general government. Our trade and 
25 
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commerce are greatly and rapidly increasing, and this 
highway upon the ocean is now one of the great highways 
of the world. Cape Foulweather, in Oregon, is a suitable 
point at which to build a breakwater for the protection of 
ocean vessels. The favorable location, having a fine, first 
class lighthouse to the north and third class light to the 
south, defining its position clearly in the stormiest weathers 
the superior natural advantages, the abundance of rock 
and all kinds of material, near at land, required for the 
work, make Cape Foulweather one of the most. economical 
and available points on the north Pacific coast, embraced 
within the latitude mentioned, for a place of refuge for 
shipping during the storms that prevail] for so many 
months on this coast. Whereupon, your memorialists 
pray that such steps may be taken as may be necessary 
to procure a survey of Cape Foulweather, with a view to, 
make it a point at which to construct a port of refuge,.and 
that all the aid “be given it by the government of the 
United States, by appropriations or otherwise, that can be 
by it bestowed on such objects; and our Representatives 
and Senators in Congress be requested to use all proper 
efforts to obtain the appropriation of an amount of money 
-~ necessary to be applied in surveying and building a break- 
water at Cape Foulweather, for the protection of the lives 
and property of those engaged in commerce on the high 
seas. And your memorialists will ever pray.

light draft steamers only; that the Willamette valley em- 
braces eight thousand square miles of the best wheat pro- 
ducing land in the world; that during the present séagon, 
three millions of bushels of wheat for export have been 
produced in this valley, while but a limited portion of the 
land has been under cultivation. The products of this 
part of Oregon will increase rapidly from year to year. 
There is no river of its importance which can be so easily 
improved and made navigable for river steamers and 
barges, at a limited expeuse, as the Willamette. By pri- 
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vate enterprise, aided by the State, the main obstruction 
to navigation at the falls of this river, at Oregon City, has 
been overcome; a canal and locks of the most perfect and 
enduring character have been constructed, at the cost of 
four or five hundred thousand dollars, creating slack-water 
navigation, and overcoming the talls of forty feet hight. 
It is estimated by competent engineers that an appropria- 
tion of one hundred thousand dollars, in addition to the snm, 
already appropriated, will be sufficient to render the Wil- 
lamette navigable to the extent of one hundred and fifty 
miles, during all seasons of the year. Impressed with the 
great and commanding importance of this improvement, 
your memorialists pray your honorable body to grant an 
appropriation sufficient to complete the improvement of 
- said river, And, as in duty bound, will ever pray.

any part of said land; that recently, by order of the gen- 
eral government, a new agency, within the boundaries of 
said Siletz reservation, and near the mouth of Salmon 
river, has been established, on which the Nestucka, Saimon 
River and Alsea Indians are in pat located. Yourmemo- 
rialists would further represent that this new agency is 
amply large enough to accommodate all the Indjans on the 
Siletz reservation, and is well adapted totheir wants, being 
near the coast, where an abundance of game and shellfish 
supply an easy and certain living. In view of the fret 
that thousands of acres of good land for agricultural pur- 
poses is lying idle, while immigrants from the East are 
seeking homes in Oregon, we respectfully and earnestly 
ask that all the land, except so much as is necessary for 
the requirements of the new Salmon river agency, and 
that which is at present occupied by Indians, who have 
built dwelling houses, barns, and improved their lands, 
and who express a desire to remain on said farms, be 
thrown open to settlement. Your memorialists, therefore, 
urge upon your honorable body that a law may be passed 
at an early day for the extinguishment of the Indian title 
to the Siletz resei vation, and for preparing the same for 
settlement. And we will ever pray.
